FOR $7,000,000. 


Talbot J. Taylor & Co,, and 
L. Stow & Co., Promi- 
nent Brokers Go Down 
in Wall Street Crash. 


KEENE LOSES $1,500,000. 


Is Connected with Former 
House—Southern Pacific Fight 
Said to Be Cause of 
Its Disaster. 


New York, July 24.—[Special.J]—It wae a 
cloudy if not a black Friday in several Wall 
street quarters today. Three-quarters of an 
hour before the close of the stock exchange 
the Suspension of the brokerage firm of W. 
L. Stow & Co., 44 Exchange place, was an- 
nounced, and twenty minutes later Wall 
street went wild when the announcement was 
made that the firm of Talbot J. Tayior & Co., 
the senior member of which is a son-in-law 
of James R. Keene, had also suspended. 

After that the failure of Stew & Co. had 
but @ passing interest for Wall street. The 
firm of Talbot J. Taylor & Co. is composed 
of Talbot J. and James B. Taylor, formerly 
of Baltimore, and Foxhall P. Keene, who is 
the only son of James R. Keene, and who is 
interested in the firm as a special partner 
for $200,000. Wall street asked itself how 
badly James R. Keene had been hit, and 
maybe it will find opt leter. Today it had to 
guess. | 

No statement of the firm's assets and lia- 
bilities has been made, but from the presi- 
dent of a leading national! bank it is learned 
that the liabilities are likely to reach §6,000, - 
000. It is understood that only six months 
ago Mr. Keene gave Taylor a sum approxi- 
mating $2,000,000 to tide the firm over diffii- 
culties it was then said to be in, and since 
then other generous contributions have been 
made by him. 

Estimates of Stow & Co.'s liabilities range 
from $1,250,000 to $2,500,000. 


Keene Says His Loss Is $1,500,000. 

James R. Keene puts his personal loss by 
the failure of Talbot J. Taylor & Co. at 
$1,500,000. Mr. Keene said: 

“I am the largest loser by this failure 
so far as the creditors are concerned. I 
reckon I lose about $1,500,000. I have seen 
some statements in the papers this after- 
noon intimating that I am heavily involved, 
but that is not so. 

“Except for the amount of money I have 
stated, my persona! fortune is not impaired. 
I was not connected with the firm in any 
way, shape, or form. I had my office there, 
it is true, but I was not interested in the 
firm outside of the fact that it did my busi- 
ness, and that the head of it was my son-in- 
law. I want to make it clear that the fortune 
of myself and of my family is in no way af- 
fected. 

“T am not embarrassed. I am only an- 
noyed that this should have happened. I! 
am annoyed, also, because I think they have 
conducted their business in an improvident 
way. They allowed certain people to stick 
them, and they are now suffering for it. I 
would have seen them through i, because 
Mr. Taylor is my son-in-law, and I would 
have liked to see the firm weather the storm, 
but the condition of the market was so 
gloomy and discouraging that, in justice to 
myself, I could not see my way clear to give 
them any further help.” 


Declares Banks Are Protected. 

** What is the total amount of the liabili- 
ties?"’ Mr, Keene was asked. 

‘*T can’t say for certain, but what I do 
know is that I am the largest creditor, and 
that outside of myself and the banks no one 
will lose much,’ he said. ‘‘And Ahe banks 
are pretty well protected, because all the 
loans they made are covered by at least a 20 
per cent margin.”’ 

Asked as to the direct cause of the failure, 
Mr. Keene said: " 

“They held a large amount of securities 
they could not get rid of. The securities, 
too, were what I might call investment se- 
curities. There was nothing of a speculative 
character about them, but as the firm could 
not get rid of those securities, and I did not 
feel that I would be justified in doing more 
than I had done, the firm had to go under.”’ 

“ How about the report that you recently 
settled $5,000,000 on your wife, $5,000,000 on 
your son, and $5,000,000 on your daughter?’ 
Mr. Keene was asked, 

‘* Il won't say anything about the amounts,”’ 

replied Mr. Keene. 
“JF never saw such a hopeless market as 
we have. When you can get such stocks as 
United States Steel preferred for 68, is there 
any wonder that I refuse to help my son-in- 
law out any longer?’ 


Keene Largest Unsecured Creditor. ° 

In the official statement that was made 
today on behalf of the firm the sole 
information given about Keene was that he 
is the largest unsecured creditor of the firm. 
This information is contained in a statement 
given out at Taylor & Co.'s office, 30 Broad 
street, at 7:30 o'clock this evening. The 
statement is as follows: 

“Talbot J. Taylor & Co. have this day 
executed a general assignment for the bene- 
fit of creditors to Philip J. Britt, and he has 
accepted the assignment and taken charge 
of the property and assets of the firm. The 
assignment of the firm is due to their ina- 
bility to liquidate stocks which a bank held 
for their account. All banks having loans 
with them are well protected, but the in- 
ability to Hquidate the stocks so held has 
caused the suspension, which, it is hoped, 
will be temporary, if the banks take a rea- 
sonable view by waiting until gradual liqui- 
dation can be effected without disturbance 
to the stock market. The largest unsecured 
creditor of the firm is Mr. James R. Keene.”’ 


Russell Sage a Secured Creditor. 

It was stated in a prominent banking house 
tonight that Russell Sage is the largest se- 
cured creditor of the bankrupt firm of Taylor 
& Co. All the leading banks have held some 
of the timé and call loans of the Keene 
brokers, but the most expert opinion that 
prevailed had it that nearly all of the largest 
loans were “bailed *’ out in the heavy liqui- 
dation during the last week or more. 


Trace Cause to Stock War. 
The question which interested Wall street 
most is the cause of the failure. The cause, as 
given out by the firm or its assignee, is set 
forth in the statement printed. Another and 
more specific version suggested is that the 
failure followed Keene's effortd to impair 
the financial standing of the enterprises in 
which Wiliam C. Whitney and Thomas F. 
Ryan have for years been interested. Those 
who are inclined to take this view of the 
cause of the failure recalled the activity of

NATION FACESSTRIKE 


Bookbinders Fail to Declare 
Against General Walkout. 


CAN TIE UP THE BIG PLANT. 


Government Printing Office at Mercy 
of Union—Machines Proposed. 


Washington, D. C., July 24.—[Special.]—A 
strike which will result in tying up the entire 
plant of the government printing office now 
seems more certain than ever, and those who 
claim to know the meaning of today’s events 
say the walkout order will come in-three 
days. 

While no definite action has been taken, it 
is this same fact that is held to show the 
strength of the strike spirit. A long meeting 
+ of the bookbinders’ union was held tonight, 
and the session did not adjourn until mid- 
night. 

It was expected that this meeting would 
declare: against a strike to prevent the rein- 
statement of Foreman Miller, who is at outs 
with the union. An agreement was believed 
reached during the day to ignore the Miller 
question, and tonight’s meeting was called to 
ratify this agreement by the union. 


Fails to Declare Against Strike. 

That this was not done and that any action 
regarding a strike was put off for three days 
can be construed only as meaning that the 
strike advocates are determined to win and 
call out all the employés of the government 
plant. 

All day there were conferences be- 
tween the public printer and the special com- 
mittee of the local union and between Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor,’and the committeemen. Mr. 
Gompers refuses positively to discuss the 
situation, but there is a general understand- 
ing that both Mr. Gompers and the public 
printer urged tempe®ate action and strongly 
argued against a strike. They based their 
arguments on the ground that the laws of 
the United States were superior to those of 
the union and that the bookbinders should 
stand by ‘the president. 

Miller presented himself at the government 
printing office today and had conferences 
with Public Printer Palmer and Supt. Rick- 
etts. When Miller was at the printing office 
the certification from the civil service board, 
without which he could not begin work, had 
not reached there. Later in the afternoon it 
arrived, and there is now no obstacle in the 
way of his reporting for duty. He was un- 
certain whether he would begin work until 
Monday, but if he appears tomorrow he will 
be assigned to his old position. 


May Install Machines. 

It is understood President Roosevelt has 
directed Secretary Cortelyou to place type- 
setting machines in the office ff the strike is 
ordered. All type is now set in the printing 
office in the old way. 

A copy of the correspondence in the Miller 
case between the civil service commission 
anc the public printer was obtained today. 
Included is a statement from Mr. Miller, 
dated May 16, 1903, in which he explained 
the circumstances that led to his expulsion 
from the International Brotherhood of Book- 
binders. Mr. Miller declares that the trouble 
arose from his action, in his capacity as as- 
sistant foreman, in calling the bookbinders to 
account for not attending to their duties. 
He says that last fall he reproved a number 
of men, two of whom were on probation, for 
wasting time to such an extent that it was 

“Tf men persist in neglecting 
their work,”’ he says, “he (the foreman) is 
justified in taking them to task, as discipline

Ruler Enjoys Experience and Learns’ 
How the Workers Have to Live.

DPBLIN, July 24.—King Edward today 
paid Dublin's-slums a visit which will long 
be remembered. Refusing to be bound by | 
the official program, he went from one ten- 
ement to another, talking to the humble 
dwellers and manifesting a real interest in 
their welfare. As the king walked through 
these streets, hat if hand, the enthusiasm 
of the people knew no bounds. 

It had been arranged that the king should 
visit two of the corporation tenements, but 
this did not satisfy his majesty, and, to the 
astonishment of all, he pursued his inyes- 
tigations in a thoroughgoing fashion. 

A noteworthy incident took place as the 
king was leaving St. Patrick’s cathedral on 
his way tothe slums. An old woman strug- 
gled through the dense crowd which had 
gathered at the entrance, and, reaching 
forth her right hand, she endeavored to get 
close to the king, her intention evidently 
being to shake hands. Several officers about 


posed, saying, “ Leave her alone, God bless 
her.”’ With a fervent “God bless your 
majesty "’ the old woman then saluted the 
king, who shook her hand warmly. 


Gives Money to a Poor Man. 

In the course of his round he called om a 
man who had been out of work for eight 
months amd gave him a £5 note. 

After visfting one tenement house the king 
walked quickly from one street into another 


ing to a court, where he spent severa) min- 
utes. ‘When he reappeared the crowd of poor 
people in the street outside rushed forward 
and cheered again and again. 

When the king stepped into the room oc- 
cupied by Joseph Healy he found Healy busi- 
ly engaged in the occupation of bootmaking. 
Healy giving an account of the visit said: 

**T was going on with a pair of boots when 
the king came in, but of course he didn’t 
mind a workingman at his work. I gaid I 
was much obliged to his majesty for visit- 
ing @ poor man's room, and the king pleas-

simple but expressive. ‘‘ He's a gentile- 
man,” she said.

SCENT A BIG FRAUD. 


Insurance Companies Refuse to | 


Pay Policies of E. M. Thayer. 


WANT DETAILS OF HIS DEATH 


Make Claim That His Original Inten- 
tion Was to Defraud Them. 


Boston, Mass., July 24.—[{Special.}—-The 
sudden death of Edwin M. Thayer, well 
known in insurance and mining circles, at

Not only will the cause of*death as given 
by the medical examiner who made the au- 
topsy be strongly attacked, with a view to 
showing thkt the conclusion stated was er- 
roneous, but it Is understood that the main 
defense to be set up by the companies will 
be fraud. 

Widow Begins One Suit. 

Eminent counsel has been retained by the 
widow of the young man and the insurance 
companies. At present a suit has been 
brought by e widow on one policy only, 
and that is the emaillest of the many tseued 
on the life of/ her husband. It was against 
the John Wa&aécock company and is based on 
a policy for $15,000. . 

It is said that the defendants will attempt 
to establish the fact that the young man 
conceived a plan to defraud under which he 
or his heirs would benefit, and they feel con 
fident from the information alleged to be in 
their possession that he did not contemplate 
the benefit to his witow at first, but intended 
to share the thousands himself. There is no 
doubt in the minds of the representatives of 
the companies that the young man did not 
intend to kill himegelf in order to have con- 
cerns pay policies. 

Say He Had Woman Confederate. 

It is suggested by one man concerned in 
the case that there is a possibility the young 
man intended to disappear mysteriously and 
suffer a report to go broadcast respecting his 
death, in which event the companies would 
pay the amounts due. In order to carry out 
such a plan he must have been in collusion 
with some one, and the companies assert 
they have evidence to establish the identity 
of a ocnfederate who, they assert, is a wom- 
an, not however, the widow. 


Bright’s Disease Cause of Death. 

He was arrested on a charge of forgery 
and admitted at the time his guflt, offering 
as an explanation that he inten@ed to use the 
money to tide over a temporary difficulty. 
He was placed in jail, where he spent one 
night, but through tlie influence of counsel 
procured bail next day. His liberty was not 
of long duration, however, for while at the 
Hotel Lenox, where he stayed for two days, 
he was virtually a prisoner, having been 
under the watchful eye of a constabie, who 
occupied an adjoining room.

The examinations were 
made separately and resulted in finding no 
trace of poison. Nor was there any trace of 
Bright's disease. About $090,000 of the in 
surance has already been paid, but the rest 
will be contested.

Alarmed by the succession of defeats that 
lave marked the strike on the Kellogg 
Switchboard and Supply company, the trade 
unions of the city, through the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor, are to be asked by the strike

Representatives of the men on strike will 

appear before the federation on Sundey to 
‘request that an assessment of $10,000 be 
\levied within the next week and that ar- 
\rangements be made to increase the fund to 
| $100,000, the money to be used in this and 
‘future controversies of like character. 
) It was the intention of the strikers to have 
,the federation take action last night, but 
‘the motice of the meeting was not sent out 
in time and only a few labor leaders were 
|presemt in Bricklayers’ hall. Adjournment 
wes taken until] Sunday. 


Most Desperate of Strikes. 


The general feeling of the unions was 
voiced when James Brennock of the carpen- 
ters declared the Kellogg strike to be the 
most important struggle that the unions of 
Chicago have engaged in. 

“We find a number of trades involved,” 
gaid Brennock, ‘“‘ and behold the city author- 
ities taking an. active part. They have made 
M their own fight, but of that I dishike to 
speak, as Inspector Shea, who drove behind 
the teams of the firm, is now lying on his 
deathbed. But when public officiale take 
such an interest in a strike it is time for the 
workingmen to get together."’ 

Besides creating a big fund, it issuggested 
thet a committee of labor leaders shal! keep 
watch of the Employers’ association and be 
ready to swing all the power of organized 
labor against it when it takes upe strike. 


More Strikers Punished. 


During the day Judge Holdom fined three 
more of the habor leaders and punished an- 
other three with jail sentences. In each case 
he found the men guilty of breaking the in- 
junction issued by him, on the request of the 
company, at the opening of the strike. The 
men and the punishment: 

George C. Christenson, thirty days in jail. 

A. Mashel, sixty days in jail. 

John O’Brien, ten days in jail. 

Lee 8. Fisher, business agent of the machinists, 
fined $100. 

John Brant, fined $25. 

Charles Evans, fined $25. 

The men who were fined appeared in court 
late in the day with bondsmen and were 
granted an appeal. The men who were or- 
dered sent to jail were refused an appeal, 
but later in the day petitioned Judge Tuley 
for release on writs of habeas corpus and 
were given their freedom when they fur- 
nighed bonds of $3,000 each. 


Another Writ Issued. 

During the day Judge Holdom took up the 
plea of the company for an injunction against 
the Teamsters’ National union, and issued 
the writ. The teamsters 4re no longer a 
party to the strike, but the company wanted 
to be prepared for any future emergency. 

The strikers retaliated on the Kellogg com- 
pany when suit for $20,000 damages was filed 
by Miss Nellie Graham,.a former employé, 
who charged that she was taken before Judge 
Holdom on Thursday on a contempt charge 
at the instance of the company without just 
grounds. 

The officers of the teamsters’ union ap- 
peared at the barns of the Arrow Transfer 

company, which does the contract hauling 
for the Kellogg company, and ordered its 
employés to return to work. They did so, 
and for the first time since the strik®@ started 
the company was able to getin supplies with- 
out trouble. The pickets of the other unions 
surrounded the plant, but offered no trouble, 


and the police guard was reduced materially 


as a result. 


UNION TRUE TO A PROMISE. 


Stablemen Refuse to Abrogate Agree- 
ment ‘with Employers, Made 
Without Their Consent. 


Five hundred union stablemen gave a 
lesson in union ethics yesterday, for they 
refused to strike and abrogate an agreement 
signed by their former president, Richard 
Orpen, and two nonunion men, without their 
knowledge. 

The stablemen expelled’ Orpen. Many 
Wanted to strike, but were deterred by the 
knowledge that their employers had signed 
the agreement in good faith. 

The stablemen employed by the railroad 
express compan asked an increase in 
Wages seven weeks ago, when Orpen was in 
authority, and Secretary John C. Driscoll 
of the Associated Teaming Interests asked 
him to have the express companies join that 
body. He also advised Orpen to ask $10 a 
month over the present wages of $50. 

Orpen filed his demands, and the companies 
offered $55. They were told to negotiate 
through the Associated Teaming Interests 
and are said to have joined that body. They 
withdrew their offer, and Driscoll told the 
Stablemen they would have to go without 
further increase. 

The stablemen demanded that Orpen call 
The latter drew up an agreement, 
it is said, and had two nonunion men eign it 
in Driscoll’s office. The stablemen called a 
special meeting and threw Orpen out when 
he tried to preside. They selected W. Best 
as his successor and decided to annul the 
agreement, ask the Chicago Federation of 
Labor for assistance, and call a strike. 

Organizer. J. J. Fitzpatrick was consulted, 
@nd Thursday night said at the meeting that 
since Orpen was president of the union it 
Must bear the consequences of his acts. 
After a stormy debate the union decided to 
accept the agreement and keep it for another 
year. 

The strike on the new plant of the Com- 
Monwealth Electric company, Twenty-third 
Street and Fisk avenue, resulting in three 
@ssauks on Thursday, was settled yesterday 
morning and the strikers returned to work.

COURT HOLDS MURPHY IS RE- 
SPONSIBLE FOR UNION FUNDS. 


Rules That Question of How Finances 
Were Obtained Cannot Be Consid- 
ered as Grounds for Defense — Wit- 

g@ messes Tell Farther Details of the 
Extortion Methods Employed by the 
Stonecutters — Calls It a Trust 
Fund. 


New York, July 24.—At the trial today of 
Lawrence Murphy, former treasurer of the 
Stonecutters’ union, charged’ with appro- 
priating the organization’s funds, Judge 
Newburger said that if it is proven the funds 
ef the union were turned over to Murphy 
for keeping he would be held responsible 
for them, no matter how the money come 
into the organization. 

‘Identifies Committee’s Contract. 

John Boyle, treasurer of the union, was 
recalied. By him the prosecutor identified 
a contract between the six members of the 


stonecutters’ union and the lawyers’ surety 
company, which was introduced to disprove 
the testimony of yesterday that these same 
members divided the -$9,600 among them- 
selves. The document was a contract by 
which the members of the “secret ’’ commit- 
tee could not draw the money from the law- 
yers’ surety company unless they filed, évery 
two days, a statement of their services ren- 
dered. Boyle testified that he had turned 
over to Murphy the $1,600 he had received 
**for services to be rendered’”’ as his share 
of the $9,600 trust fund, and that this fund 
had been deposited with the surety company 
before the Brooklyn Stone Dealers’ associa- 
tion had paid to the union $10,000. 


Funds from Fines. 

Several other witnesses testified that the 
trust fund was created by fines against mem- 
bers of the union during a strike in 1898, 
which fines -were paid by the employés under 
an agreement with the union to end the 
strike. 

Donald Call, formerly president of the 
union, testified that the ‘‘ secret '’ committee 
had demanded $50,000 from the Brooklyn 


- stone dealers to settle the strike of 1902, and [ 


that $100,000 might have been demanded. As 
a compromise the committee agreed to ac- 
cept $10,000, which was palfd. 


Get Uneasy About Money. 


William A. Norrie, treasurer in 1892 and 
now president of the Stonecutters’ associa- 
tion, told of the “‘ secret ’’ committee turn- 
ing over the checks tb Murphy, the treas- 
urer; how the six other members of the com- 
mittee began to get uneasy about the where- 
abouts or tne cnecks, ana now they went to 
Murphy and toia him that he must put the 
money through the proper channels of the 
association. Norrie said that Murphy told 
them they would have ‘‘to dig deeper than 
him ’’ to get the money, but that he finally 
agreed to meet them the next morning. 
Then, although they all gathered as agreed, 
Murphy did not-appear. It was after that 
that Murphy went to Europe.

After sustaining several objections raised 
by the prosecutor upon counsel's procedure, 
Judge Newburger said: 

“If it ts proven that funds of this organ- 
ization were turned over to the defendant for 
keeping, then he wil! be held responsible for 
them and must give a satisfactory account- 
ing. I-will so charge the jury. If the money 
in question was obtained by questionable 
practice, then there is another means of cor- 
recting the evil. How the money came into 
the association does not lessen the responsi- 
bility of the officer elected to care for it.’’

Father and Sister of Earl G. Locke Jr. on

years old, plunged into the lake at Evanston 
last night and wasdrowned.

The young man was the first tin the water. 
While his father and sister looked on he 
dived from the end of the pler. He came to 
the surface once, but sank immediately. 

When his son did not appear again Mr. 
Locke gave the alarm, and the life saving 
crew was summoned. Capt. Patrick Mur- 
ray plunged into the water and after a 
search found the body. It was taken to the 
family residence at Ridge and Central ave- 
nues: The cold water is supposed to have 
brought on heart disease.

DEATH COMES TO 
INSPECTOR SHEA. 


Noted Policéman’s Work in’ 
Kellogg Riots Brings on. | 
Fatal Attacks 


= 
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KNOWN FAR AND. WIDE. 

His Long Career as a Thief 

Catcher Abounds in Excit- 
‘ing Experiences. 


John D. Shea, inspector of police, died at 
1:20 o'clock Mast evening at his residence, 
8752 Wabash avenue, after a sudden atiack 
of illness. For several years he had been in 
jl] health, but recently his condition seemed 
to improve, and the report yesterday of his 
dangerous condition was a shock to his 
friends, . 

The active part the inspector took in sup- 

ng labor violence at the. Kellogg: 
witchboard plant last week led to the gen-. 
eral collapse which resulted in. his death. 
In 1896 he was stricken with locomotor 
ataxia, from which iliness he never fully 
recovered. Inspector Shea had been con-: 
nected with the police department for thirty 
years, and was 55 years old last February. - 
His widow survives him. 

When the inspector last Wednesday after-. 
noon left a circle of friends with whom he 
was accustomed to take luncheon each noon 
he spoke of his improved health, and 
jumped from the sidewalk into his buggy 
with the remark that he had not felt so weil 
for years. 

At 4o’clock Thursday morning he awakened 
his wife with-the statement that he was ill, 
suffering with severe pains in his stomach. 
A physician was called and Shea rallied dur-

ing the day and sat ina chair until evening. 


A second attack, however, came yesterday 
morning. Dr. J. B. Murphy was summoned, 
and, after an examiinataion, declared there 
was little hope. Early in the day the in- 
spector lapsed into unconsciousness and re- 
mained in that condition until his death. 

** Jack’ was as terrible as a lion witha 
thief and as gentle as a baby with his 
friends,’’ said Lieut. Andy Rohan last even- 
ing with tearsin hiseyes. He did not know 
what fear meant. When he led his men 
through the shower of bricks and clubs in the 
Kellogg strike last week he wag kept up by 
bis nerve and will power.” 


From Farm to Police Force. 


. Until he was 25 years old Inspector Shea 
remained on the farm where he was born, 
near Palos, Ill., on Feb. 7, 1848. He came to 
Chicago on July 22, 1878, and a week later 
had been appointed a probationary police- 
man. His first “ beat’’ was from Harrison 
to Twelfth street and from Halsted street 
to Center ayenue. Within a month the new 
policeman had begun to attract attention 
by his meritorious work. His first chance 
came when one evening a report was re- 
ceived that a woman had been shot while in 
a Blue Island avenue saloon. Sergt. O'Don- 
nell, calling Shea to follow him, started for 
the saloon. 

When they entered the resort O’Donneil 
took the barkeeper into a back room, leav- 
ing Shea in the barroom. The sergeant 
hardly had left before Shea noticed a loafer 
motioning to some men not tocomein. The 
policeman mad a dash for the crowd and 
jumped into a fight. When O'Donnell was 
attracted to the scene by the noise he found 
the new policeman standing over three men, 


could get to their feet. 

It was found that one’ of the three men 
was wanted forthe shooting. He was Frank 
Hall, whose name has been known in con- 
nection with many criminal deeds, He had 
endeavored to shoot another equally well 
known criminal and had shot his sister in- 
stead. The other two men were almost as 
well known—" Billy ’’ Connors and Patrick 
Fitzgerald. 

His Rise to a High Rank. 

With only two backward steps Shea went 
straight ahead toward a high position in the 
department from this time. The chronology 
of his police experience is as follows: 

probationary patrolman on July 29, 
1873. 


Advanced to regular patrolman on Oct. 2, 1873. 
Advanced to detective on Dec. 5, 1877. 
Reduced to patrolman on Dec, 31, 1878. 

Restored to rank of detective on Jan. 20, 1879. 

Advanced to lieutenant on Dec. 14, 1880. 

Advanced to captain on Jan. 21, 1890. 

Reduced to lieutenant on June 24, 1891. 

Reinstated as captain on Nov. 30, 1891. 

Advanced to chief of detectives and inspector on 
July 1, 1893. 

Rank changed to inspector on May 31, 1895. 

Inspector Shea took luncheon each day 
with a number of friends at Vogelsang’s ia 
Madison street. In the party, which sat at 
a round table near the door, were usually 
E. L. Cooley, Dr. Frank W. Reilly, F. M. 
Morris, J. G. Neumeister, Alexander Scully, 
John J. Corcoran, Dr. A. J. Coey, and L. E. 
Cooley. The inspector's appearance was the 
signal for the mixture of a “ D’Arcy O’Con- 
nor,” his regular order. His chair faced 
the door and was always reserved for him, 

Didn’t Know What Fear Was. 

Fear of politicians’ influence or physical 
danger was unknown to the inspector. Short- 
ly after he had been made lieutenant of de- 
tectives a west side alderman went to Shea 
in behalf of a well known diamond thief. 

‘This man is a friend of mine,’’ said the 
alderman. ‘‘I want you to help him out of 
this. On the word of a gentleman I will 
promise that if you will go to the front for 
him this time he will never bother you on 
the south side again. I'll see that he does 
his work on the west side.” 

“You, an alderman; come to me with this 
sort of a proposition?” shouted Shea in an- 
ger. ‘Get out of this office or I'll kick you 
out. I'll see that this friend of yours goes 
down for as long a term as I can help him 

The alderman left and his friend was given 
ten years in Joliet. 

Some of Shea's quick work was a mystery 
even to his superior officers. In 1883 he was 
working with ““Joe” Kipley. One evening they 
made a tour of the “ levee ’’’ and found a man 
who was buying large quantities of cham- 


pagne. 

The next morning the late J. V. Clarke, 
president of the Hibernian bank, called at 
Chief Doyle's office. 

Doyle, my cashier is missing,’’ said 
Mr. Clarke. “ He has taken a good deal of 
money. It must be kept quiet or the bank 
would suffer. Can you catch him?’ 

Shea was called into the office. Mr. Clarke 
gave a description of the man Shea and Kip- 
ley had seen the night before. Shea said that 
he would try to locate the cashier, and withir 
twenty minutes he was back in the chief's 
office with the missing man. 

Shea never forgot a face or a description. 
When his own residence was robbed in 1886 
a neighbor gave him a description of a man 
who had come to the back door of the Shea 
house the day before. A year afterwards 
a man with “ red hair. thin face, about 23 
years old,”’ was arrested, and Shea recog- 
nized the description. The man confessed. 

Why He Gave Up “Stool Pigeons.” 

Shea and Kipley never used ‘‘stool pigeons" 
after they learned a lesson. The detectives 
were detailed on a murder case in whicha 
butcher on the south side had been shot. 
While they suspected a man no arrests were 
made and the case was dropped until a re- 
port came from a town in central Illinois 
that a prisoner who had been locked in‘a 
cell adjoining another prisoner had told a 
remarkable story of hearing the second man 
talking in his sleep of the murder of a butch- 
er, The two men were brought to Chicago, 
and the man who talked in his sleep finally 
confessed that he was guilty. The first pris- 
oner was kept by Shea and Kipley for a 
*‘stool.””, He gave them some valuable in- 
formation. One night he told the detectives 
of a safe robbery that was planned for that 
night. 

The detectives stationed themselves in the 
galoon that was to be robbed, which stood on 
the ground now covered by the Great North- 
ern hotel. Just after midnight three men | 
crawied into the rear window and the de- 
tectives opened fire. Their “‘ stool ’’ was the 
only man shot. He afterwards confessed 
that he himself had led the two others into

The desk 
sergeant at the Hyde Park police station a 
few hours later heard that the residence of 
Mr. Hale, 216 East Forty-seventh street, had 
been entered by burglars and robbed; and 
the “plain clothes men” at the station 
heard the commands of the lieutenant to 
** look out for that telephone burglar again.”’ 

Property valued at almost $1,000 was se- 
cured by the thief and his companions. Mr. 
Hale and his wife were away only a few 
hours, but the place was thoroughly ran- 
sacked. Silverware valued at $25), jewelry 
and trinkets worth $400, and 300 10 cent 
stamps were taken, In addition to other ar- 
ticles. Entrance was effected by forcing a 
front door with a “ jimmy,” the lock being 
broken, but the noise made by the men was 
not heard by neighbors. 


Buggy to Take Away Plunder. 

A buggy had been halted for some time a 
block away from the house and left in charge 
of a young man, neighbors recalled, while his 
two companions went towards the Hale resi- 
dence. The police believe that the property 
was carried away in the vehicle. 

When the message of the robbery was tele- 
phoned to the police station the operator who 
heard the call remembered the persistent 
efforts of a man to get a connection with the 
Hale residence a few hours before. After 
five minutes’ trial the unseen “ party” re- 
linquished the line, and the police believe pro- 
ceeded directly to the place. 

The operator could not remember the place 
from which the call had been made. Last 
winter many burglaries were committed in 
a similar way in the Kenwood district, and 
the police believe it is the beginning of an- 
other series of raids by the “telephone 
burglar.”’ 


Thieves Are Busy in Evanston. 

Burglars were busy in Evanston early yes- 
terday morning, securing $700 from a safe 
and loading their wagon with $400 worth of 
cloth from a tailor shop. 

The thieves entered the grocery store of 
Galit?” Bros., 1421 Lake street, by prying 
open a rear window. Turning the combina- 
tion knob of the safe, they opened the door 
and took out the cash. 

Robbers also entered the tailor shop of 
Knute Oleson, 824 Church street. Here they 
took all the cloth on the tables and loaded 
itin a wagon.

Three horses and an express wagon, all 
valued at $385, were recently stolen from the 
barn of A. Leavitt,°279 West Fourteenth 
street.

XILLSASUPPOSED ROBBER 


WATCHMAN’S BULLET ENDS A 
LAKE SAILOR’S LIFE. 


A. C. Rogers Struggies with Three Men 
in West Monroe Street and After He 
Fells One of Them with a Blow from 
His Lantern He Shoots Another— 
Wounded Man Soon Expires in 
County Hospital — Believed te Be 
Charles J: Allan—Slayer Is Held. 


Shattering his lantern over the head of one 
of three men who attacked him last night, A. 
(*. Rogers, a watchman for the Forbes Team- 
ing company, 100 West Monroe street, then 
fatally shot another of his assallants. 

The wounded man died on the operating 
table of the county hospital, where he was 
hurried by the Desplaines street police. 
‘From papers found in his possession he is 
supposed to be Charles J. Allan, a sailor. 

The shooting followed an alleged attempt 
at burglary and a struggle in which the 
watchman was badly beaten. The shouts of 
Rogers for assistance and the shot were 
heard by the policemen tn charge of the pa- 
trol barn of the station, a block away. When 
they arrived at the scene the watchman was 
lying, almost unconscious, over the body of 
the dying man. The companions of the 
wounded man had fled. 

Struggle with Three Men. 

Rogers had been inside the building of the 
company and declared that shortly before 
10 p. m. he had heard a noise at the front 
doors of the place... He walked around the 
building from the rear and says he saw three 
men crouching in a runway that leads to the 
basement. They were accosted by the watch- 
man, who asserts that they turned on him 
and tried to force him into the doorway. 

In the scuffle Rogers’ clothing was torn 
and he felled one of his assailants with a 
blow from his lantern. The watchman then 
was forced to the ground and in that pdsi- 
tion, he declares, he drew the revolver from 
his pocket and fired one shot. He could not 
tell whether it had taken effect, as when he 
regained his feet he was struck down again 
by some weapon in the hands of one of the 
men. 

Policeman Simsrott of the Desplaines street 
station, who had heard the sounds of the 
struggle, reached the place just as two men 
were turning the corner a block away. He 
pursued, firing several shots, but was unable 
to overtake the men. He then summoned 
the ambulance and hurried both of the in- 
jured men to the hospital. 


Wounded One Soon Dies. 

The watchman was but slightly bruisedand 
was able to tell his story tothe police. Allan 
did not regain consciousness, and died before 
the physicians could probe for the buliet. 

Cards found in the dead man’s pocket in- 
dicated that he was a member of the sea- 
men's union and resided at 100 Adamsstreet. 
He wae not known tothe police. Watchman 
Rogers was unable to give a description of 
his other assailants save that they were 
young and roughly dressed. 

Rogers will be held by the police untij the 
affair can be more thoroughly tnvestigated. 
He has been In the employ of the teaming 
company for several years. “ 


SORROWING MOTHER SEEKS 
TO JOIN DAUGHTER IN DEATH. 


Woman Who Tried to End Her Lifein 
Cleveland Is Mrs. Nellie Goodell of 
Chicago—Probably Will Recover. 


I am tired of it all and weary, 
So now let the last chapter end. 
Tired of life, so dreary— 
Sadness and sorrow end. 

With these words written on a scrap of 
paper Mrs. Nellie Goodell} of Chicago at- 
tached a rubber tube to an open gas burner, 
placed the other end of the tube in her mouth, 
and waited for a death that might make it 
possible for her to be buried beside her 
daughter, who died a year ago. Theattempt 
at suicide was made on Thursday in a Cleve- 
land hétel, but even the death that she sought 
probably will be denied her, 

Only a few days ago Mrs. Goodell, who is 
a widow, ieft Chicago on her vacation, a 
leave of absence having been granted her 
by a State street store, where she was em- 
ployed as a saleswomen in the cloak depart- 
ment. She apparently was in good spirite 
when she left, but since the death of her 17 
year old daughter last summer sbe hed been 
subject to fits of depresaion at times. 

The daughter, Goldie, was possessed of 
marked musical ability, and most of the 
mother’s earnings had been applied to her 
education. When she died the girl was in 
Cleveland studying music, 

Mrs. Goodell's visit to Cleveland was unan- 
nounced to her friends, and the name “ Mre. 
Caldwell, Chicago,’ which she wrete on th 
hote] register, gave mo clew to her identity. 
When her attempt at suicide was discovered 
by the hotel employés she was unconscious, 
and as “ Mrs. Caldweil’’ was taken to a hos- 
pital, where it was said last night she prob- 
ably would recover. Bhe was identified yes- 
terday by her sister, Mrs. Kate Bonner, who 
lives in Cleveland. Mrs. Goodeli’s 
address is 4802 St. Lawrenoe avenue. 


Nolan Cleared of Murder Charge. 

Walter R. Nolan. charged with the murder of 
Robert Warke, @ one armed flagman, was ac- 
quitted last evening by a jury in Judge Brown's 
court.

He Issues Royal Proclamation 


No. 2, Stating “Evéry- 
thing Is Satisfactory.” 


HOGAN’S RESIGNATION: IN 


Governor Gossips. of’ Crowtted 
Heads and Some Record Béat- 
ing Sightseeing. 


After issuing’ royal proclamation No.2 on 
his candidacy for renomination, Gov. Richard 
Yates declared last evening that tonditiots, 
as they had been represetited t6 him bya 
lot of people,” were entirely satisfactory.

Yates were enthusiastic in relating their @x- 
periences abroad, and said the trip hat? done 
them ‘a world of good."’».The gevernor had 
nothing to say as to the effect.ef the vision 
Europe. 


Practically Ignored King Edward. | 
“ We visited London, Paria, Vienna, Rome, 


_Lucerne, and Berlin,” said the governor, 


“and spent three days seeing all the sigh 

of each city; then we made stops of one.day 
in Milan, Cologne, and Frankfort. [The 
sights are not so extensive in these towns.) 
We kept going along ata lively pace, but saw 
ali the things of chief interest. We did not 
see any of the crowned heads, however—not 
a king, queen, emperor, or potentate of any 
description. We really made no effort to

MEANS MUCH TO HARBOR. 


Treaty for Purchase of Danish 
West Indies Expires—Renew- 
al Is Improbable. 


SALUMET RIVER.—Col. Ernst, in his annual re-

Washington, D. C., July 24.—[Special.|— 


Col. Ernst, the army engineer officer for the 
Chiéago district, in his annual report on the 
Calumet river calls attention to a serious 


detriment to the usefulness of the Calumet: 


river above One Hundred and Bighteenth 
street in the shape of a rock section which 
has, retarded the development of harge busi- 
ness enterprises. 

On the other hand, Col. Ernst says the proJ- 
ect to deepen the channel to twenty feet to 
One Hundred and Twenty-second street has 
incréased the general interest In the river, 
as evidenced by new enterprises started or 
comtemplated. He earnestly recommends the 
ipemoval of the rock. In his report he says: 

* The channel between the harbor and One 

Hundred and Sixth street has an average 
depth of from eighteen to twenty feet, the 
deeper part being near the harbor. From 
One Hundred and Sixth to One Hundred and 
Bighteenth street the channel was dredged 
from 1899 to 1900 to a depth of sixteen feet 
except at the rock section between One Hun- 
dred and Eleventh and One Hundred and 
Thirteenth streets. 

‘* Between the latter streets and the limits 
of this dredging at One Hundred and EFight- 
eenth street considerable shoaling had taken 
place, as must be expected. There is at this 
time quite a strong current carrying sand 
and silt in suspension through the narrowest 
channel above One Hundred and Eighteenth 
street, and when this current reaches the 
wider and deeper part of the channel north 
of said street the current suddenly is re- 
duced, and the suspended material is depos- 
ited on the bottom. Thus there was found 
only seven feet of depth in the middie of the 
channel that had been deepened to sixteen 
feét four years ago. 

“ The rock section referred to forms a seri- 
ous detriment to the usefulness of the river 
above. and its removal is of the greatest im- 
portance. A number of large enterprises have 
planned to locate in this vicinity, but have 
@eferred action because of this obstruction. 
‘The amount of rock and impenetrable hard 
sand that would have to be removed to pro- 
vide a channel twenty-one feet deep and 
200 feet in width has been estimated at 61,550 
cubic yards. This estimate is based on close 
soundings taken through the ice in February, 
1902. The cost of removing the rock, if done 
under one contract, is estimated at $318.521. 

“Though ultimately the whole width of 
the channel must be deepened a great tem- 
porary relief to navigation would be obtained 
ifthe work could be done over half the

“Some difficulty was experienced in letting 
the contract for redredging the deteriorated 


channel between the harbor and One 
Haundred and “Sixth. street and _ to 
the channel from One Hun- 


_@red and Sixth street southwardly, with 


 @-fifty foot wide channel through the west- 


erly side of the rock section, between One 
Hundred and Eleventh and One Hundred and 
Thirteenth streets to twenty feet. Bids were 
received, but they were too high and were 
rejected. 

New proposals were then advertised for 
work of a different plan, that is the dredging 
to a depth of twenty feet from One Hundred 
and Sixth street to One Hundred and Tenth 
street, and to fourteen feet from One Hun- 
dred and Eighteenth street southwardly as 
far as the funds will permit. The contract 
for this work has been awarded. 

“It was expected,”’ says Col. Ernst, ‘‘ that 
operations would have begun at the end of 
March or the beg!nning of April, and prepara- 
tions were made accordingly. Soundings 
were taken over the area in which the work 
‘was to be commenced, and the channel! lines 
were re@stablished and marked on the 
grounds. It is proposed to do this work with 
a hydraulie dredge, every part of which will 
be overhauled, but the number of strikes, 
both by the contractors’ workmen and by 
men in the shops where the work had been

The treaty for the acquisition of the Dan- 
ish West Indies islands by the United States 
expired by limitation today.

FEDERAL INDICTMENTS SURE. 


Four Arrests Predicted as Result of 
Grand Jury’s Investigation of 


Washington, D. C., July 24.—Four indict- 
ments, resulting from the postal investiga- 
tion, are likely to be returned by the federal 
grand jury in this city next Monday. This 
is the fruit.of the jury deliberations at which 
Postmaster General Payne hinted just be- 
fore his departure on his cruise. The jury 
has had the cases under consideration for 
a long time. They involve contract matters 
closely’ related to transactions which al- 
ready have resulted in sweeping action on 
the part of the investigating officials. It is 
understood that three postal officials and a 
contractor are involved. One of these par- 
ties is not a resident of Washington. Ex- 
treme reticence has been observed regarding 
the cases.

SHOT IN AMBUSL.

MRS. RUBY WOODS AND. MBS. E. J. 
BADLY RIDDLED WITH LEAD. 


Sheriff’s Posse Traces Footprints from 
Scene of Tragedy to Home of Former 
Husband of One of the Victims and 
Places Him Under Arrest—Jealuousy 
Believed to Have Been the Cause of 
Attempted Murder Near Lake City, 
Colorado. 


Lake City, Colo., July 24.—[Special}]—Jeal- 
ousy is believed to be responsible for a trag- 
edy which was enacted near here last night 
and which probably will result in the death 
of one woman and the permanent injury of 
another. 

The shooting of Elizabeth J. Bailey, a res- 
taurant keeper, and Ruby A. Woods appears 
to be resultant upon a quarrel! between James 
Woods, husband of one, victim, and herself. 
Woods and his wife have only been married 
a few months, he being her third husband. 
They separated a short time ago. She went 
to work in Bailey's restaurant. Woods ob- 
jected, and it was over this the quarrel arose, 
Woods saying he would rather see her dead 
than working there. 


Shoots in the Darkness. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock Mrs. Bailey and Mrs. 
Woods started in a single horse buggy for 
Lake Shore, distant four miles, where 
Mrs. Bailey has a house, which she heard 
had been broken into, and it was nearly 11 
o'clock when they set out toreturn. When 
about a mile and a half from the town, just 
as they were going up a slight hill, the shot 
was fired, either both barrels of a shotgun or 
a single barrel gun being discharged. Mrs. 
Bailey was driving and dropped the reins, 
the horse starting to run. * 

Mrs. Woods held up Mrs. Bailey for about 
100 yards, then she fell out, leaving Mrs. 
Woods alone in the buggy. The horse con- 
tinued to run till it brought up against the 
fence of a house just inside the town, where 
the buggy was wrecked, Mrs. Woods being 
thrown out. She gave the alarm anda party 
went in search of Mrs. Bailey and brought 
her to her son’s home and summoned a doc- 
tor, who found she had about 150 No. 8 shots 
in the face, skull, neck, and breast. He could 
not remove them atthattime. Her condition 
is serious. Mrs. Woods was found to have 
about seventy shots in her face and neck, but 
only skin deep. 


Sheriff Arrests Woods. 

Sheriff A. P. Truesdale with a posse started 
immediately to the scene of the shooting. 
and found tracks in the dust on the road of 
a man’s shoes curiously worn. They were 
traced to where Mr. Bailey was found at 
the roadside, when they diverged toward the 
river and were lost sight of. Afterward the 
sheriff found the shoes in Woods’ house, 
which exactly correspond with the foot- 
prints. 

Woods was arrested on suspicion, and when 
shown the shoes admitted they were his. 
Mrs. Woods declares it was her- husband 
who fired the shot. Mrs. Bailey’s daughters 
have been sent for, and will arrivé Saturday 
noon.

NEW BOOS? FOR TRACTION 


THIRD DIRECTORY APPROVES RE- 
ORGANIZATION PLAN. 


Proposition Only Needs Indorsement 
by Stockholders of the Three Cor- 
porations to Be Pat Into Effect, and 
This Is Said to Be Assured—Attorney 
Levy Mayer Attacks the Scheme as 
Unfair to the West and North Side 
Lines. 


The directors of the Union Traction com- 
pany yesterday formally agreed to the “ re- 
organization plan.’” The directors of the 
North and West Chicago street railway com- 
panies took the same action Thursday after- 
noon, so that nothing remains to put the plan 
into effect but the consent of the stockhold- 
ers of the various companies, and meetings 
for this purpose will be called as soon as 
possible under their bylaws. 

That a majority of the stock will be voted 
in the affirmative is known. The new di- 
rectories of the north and west side com- 
panies, which have unanimously ratified the 
agreement, represent a: good sized majority 
or the stock in these companies, and the big 
bulk of the stock of the Union Traction com- 
pany has been in the hands of its protective 
committee for some time. 


Levy Mayer Attacks Scheme. 
What action vbjecting minority stockhold- 
ers of the two underlying companies may 
take, if there are objectors, was discussed by 


considerable block of North Chicago stock. 

The proposition does not look favorable,”’ 
he said yesterday. ‘‘ From what I have read 
of it it is not indicated that the North and 
West Division stockholders are to be prop- 
erly protected. 

* There is on deposit with the Illinois Trust 
and Savings bank stock to the value, even at 
present prices, of between $4,000,000 and 
$5,000,000, to secure the payment of guaran- 
teed dividends. This is enough to pay these 
dividends for the next three years, without 
using the earnings of the companies. It 
looks as if it was proposed to make a gift of 
this stock to the Union Traction company, 
and in return the older stocks are to become 
nonguaranteed, and for five years at least 
the dividends are to be reduced 33 per cent. 


Sees Chance for Big Mortgage. 


“ Also, the Union Traction company is to 
get new leases of the underlying companfes, 
and thus probably will be able to put on the 
property a many million dollar blanket mort- 
gage, the interest on which must be paid be- 
fore nonguaranteed reduced dividends can 
be met. 

“If, on examination, the entire plan con-. 
firms my first impression of it, it can aptly 
be styled a scheme -to save the Union Trac- 
tion company, an admittedly bankrupt, 
waterlogged company, whose $32,000,000 of 
capital is without any real value. If, how- 
ever, the plan proves to be just and fair, we 
shall have no more hesitancy in advising our 
clients to concur than we shall have in ad- 
vising resistance if the plans are‘the re- 
verse.”’ 

“Storage Battery ”’ Certificates. 

Receiver Charlies Henrotin, for the Chicago 
Mlectric Traction company (the “ storage 
battery ’ line), applied to Judge Grosscup 
yesterday for permission to extend the time 
or receivers’ certificates to the amount of 
$119,000 which have matured. 

Mr. Henrotin said the road was making 
some money, and had been able to meet the 
interest promptly, but had not yet accumu- 
lated -enough surplus to pay the principal. 
Delay over the terms of a franchise settle- 
ment with the city had also prevented the 
bondholders’ committee from concluding ne- 
gotfations for a permanent financing of the 
property. The consent was granted. 

Mr. Henrotin said he estimated the value 
of the property at $750,000, and announced 
that an offer of $500,000 was made for the 
assets recently by persons interested in a 
possible purchase of the property. He did 
not reveal the names of the persons making 
the offer. 


PEONAGE CASE GOES TO JURY.

Pace, a Tallapoosa county farmer. Accord- 
ing to the evidence Hill had been convicted 
in Magistrate Couse’s court for quitting a 
contract and was fined $5 and costs.

HOLD PATHETIC INQUIRY INTO 
INSTITUTION'S METHODS. 


Inmates of the State Industrial Insti- 
tution Complain to President James 
Because Pay le Withheld and Broom 
Factory Is Closed—Question Oficial 
Till He Leaves in Anger—Intimation 

That Institation Is Extravagantly 
Runa—Food Is Objected To Also. 


Surrounded by sixty blind men with grop- 
ing hands and straining sightless eyes, Pres- 
ident John D. James of the Illinois Industrial 
Institution for the Blind, 851 Marshall boule- 
vard, underwent an investigation into his ad- 
ministration at the hands of his wards yester- 
day afternoon. 

Never, perhaps, was there such a strange, 
pathetic inquiry into the conduct of a public 
institution. From the darkness of their 
lives the blind men brought forth, each in his 
way. a quiet, timid eloquence to plead the in- 
justice of their treatment. Leaning on their 
canes, and with faces turned in the direction 
of the answering voice, they asked President 
James why they had received no pay since 
May 1, why the broomcorn factory, in which 
they work to keep their minds occupied, had 
beer. closed without notice, when it would be 
reopened, and how long they would be given 
work this year. Then they wanted to know 
what had been done with certain moneys ap- 
propriated by the legislature for the main- 
tenance of the home, and especially anxious 
were they to know whether their diet migh' 
be varied from the monotonies of corn beef 
hash and “ sinkers.” 


Who President James Is. 


President James is an appointee of Gov. 
Yates. That he is a philanthropist he admits 
with a modest downcast eye. It is not sur- 
prising therefore that President James 
should be indefatigable in the discharge of 
his duties, although there is no salary at- 
tached to the office. He is positive also that 
he receives no remuneration of any kind 
from the appropriation. And then he spent 
months at Springfield last winter lobbying 
through that appropriation of $120,009 for his 
blind wards, although he knew that not a 
cent would go to him. 

All these things President James told the 
blind men in answer to their questions. 
When he had gone the inmates groped their 
way out into the air more deeply mystified 
at the mazes of Yates’ machine administra- 
tion than before. 

Another development of the day was the 
sudden resignation of Secretary I. Blumen- 
thal, who wrote a letter to the inmates of 
the institution declaring that he was dis- 
gusted with some aspects of the adminis- 
tration of the institution as forced on the 
board of trustees by the Springfield authori- 
ties. 

Comes to Answer Protest. 

Three days ago the blind men held an in- 
dignation meeting and forwarded their griev- 
ances to the board of trustees. The presence 
of President James among them yesterday 
afternoon wasin response to this appeal. The 
inmates were gathered in the smoking room 
when President James entered. 

‘We want to ask you why we are out of 
work and why we have not been paid,” said 
H. Herman, who was the spokesman. “ We 
get $1 a day making brooms, out of which 
we have to pay our board, but many of us 
have families outside the institution, and 
now that we get no pay they are likely to 
starve. On July 1 I went to the factory and 
bumped Into a locked door. Since then the 
factory has been closed, but no one has told 
us why.”’ 

.couvldn’t pay you till we got the mon- 
ey from Springfield,”’ replied Mr. James. ** It 
has only just arrived, and you will be paid 
two months’ wages tomorrow. As for the 
factory, we closed it for repairs, and don't 
know when they will be finished.” 

“But we must work,” spoke up H. B. Ed- 
wards. “If we don’t we would commit sui- 
cide—you don’t know what it is to be blind.”’ 

* But we can't work you all year, anyway,” 
rejoined President James. ‘There isn’t 
enough money.” 

‘*Not enough money?’’. cried Herman. 
“Why, you spent $80,000 to keep seventy 
people in this institution the last two years. 
And now you have an appropriation of $120,- 
000. It would be cheaper to board us at the 
Auditorium Annex.” 

* You insinuate, sir, that we have misap- 
propriated the funds of your institution,’’ 
cried President James, white with rage. “I 
tell you What, that is rank, base ingrati- 
tude—ingratitude to the board of trustees, 
which has stood by you from first to last and 
labored for you day in and out.”’ 

“Will you tell us what you did with the 
money asked Edwards. 

** Well, now, 1 can’t just now, you know. 
You didn't give me notice. It’s ail in the 
report at Springfield—in the hands of the 


printer. You'll see there that the factory is 
the main expense. It costs $2 to make a $1 
broom.”’ 


“And yet you said only a few months ago 
the loss was only 25 cents on each dozen,” 
spoke up Herman, 


Blind Men Contradict James. 


** Yes, he did; that’s right,’’ came from a 
score of the inmates. 

“I’m not going to be bullyragged any 
longer,”’ shouted President James, turning 
to go. 

** Our chief complaint, after all,"’ said an 
old man, “is that we are not treated like 
human beings.”’ 

“And aren't we going to have any change 
in our board? It’s pretty rough,” put in an- 
other old man who has been blind for fifty- 
live years. 

“Aha, | thought we'd hear from you, 
Capt. Boyd,’ was the president's reception 
of this complaint, and then he left. 

It is charged that the institution is man- 
aged with too partial an eye to the wishes 
of the Chicago broom manufacturers. It 
would be unkind to the latter to compete 
with them in the Chicago market, so the 
brooms are shipped east at great expense to 
the state and sold in New York and Phila- 
delphia. The factory has often in the past 
been closed at the behest, it is charged; of 
the broom manufacturing interests. 


SUPREME COURTSCORES 
JUDGE HARNEY’S DECISION. 


Remands the Minnie Healey Mining 
Case, Holding That the Trial Judge 
Was Guilty of Misconduct. 


Butte, Mont, July 24.—[Special.]—The Su- 
preme court today reversed the decision of 
Judge Harney of the District court in the fa- 
mous Minnie Healey mining case, which two 
years ago he decided in favorof F. A. Heinze 
and against the Amalgamated Copper com- 
pany, resulting in the charges of bribery and 
corruption against the judge. 

The Supreme court finds reasonable grounds 
ir. the charges to send the case back for a 
new trial, holding that Harney was guilty of 
misconduct in his relations with Ada H. 
Brackett, the woman who was alleged to 
have been in the employ of Heinze to in- 
fluence Harney. The court quotes some of 
the sensational letters that passed between 
the woman and Harney, and says if a juror 
instead of a judge had been involved there 
would never have been any question as to the 
right of a new triat. 

The Minnie Healey is valued at $10,000,000. 
The decision by Harney and the resulting 
scandal was the cause of the disbarment 
proceeding now on trial against A. J. Shores, 
chief counsel for the Amalgamated company. 

The Supreme court also modified the order 
of survey granted to Heinze in the Nipper > 
case, and denied a motion filed by Heinze and 
attorneys to draw the certified check for 
$125,000 filed as a bond in the Minnie Healey 
from the Daly Bank and Trust company.

MURDER KNOWN 
TO MRS. WILTRAX 
Witness Says Woman Ad- 


mitted to Knowledge of 
Paul Paszkowski’s Death. 


FOUR MEN HIDE BODY. 


Defendant Accused of Blaming 
Husband for Not Secreting | 
His Revolver. 


Direct charges from the witness stand that 
Mrs. Elizabeth Wiktrax had knowledge of 
the murder of Paul Paszkowski, and knew 
the body had been hidden, was the feature of 
the trial of the woman and her husband, 
John Wiltrax, in Judge Kersten’s court yes- 
terday. 

These statements were made by John Stat- 
kus, 112 Fourteenth street, and concerned 
conversations with Mrs. Wiltrax after the 
death of the boy, while she was visiting Mrs. 
Chizifski, with whom Statkus boarded. It 
was while at this house that Mrs. Wiltrax 
was reported to have disappeared. 

Statkus said he had read the story of the 
murder, and learning the identity of the 
woman, spoke to her about the cage. He said 
she told him it was necessary to kill the 
boy, but did not say who committed the 


crime. 
Damaging Story by Witness. 

‘I said to her: ‘I notice by the papers 
that you are in trouble,’ "’ testified Statkus. 
“IT had read about the case of the boy Pau! 
and knew that her boy was, under arrest. 
‘Yes,’ she satd to me, ‘ Paul and my boy 
Julius were out with Joe Strummer, a saloon- 
keeper, hauling wood and a log flew up and 
hit Paul. He was a fat boy, with a big head, 
and it was necessary to shoot him.’ 

*** Where is he now?’ 1 asked her. ‘ Four 
men came to the basement that night and 
took the body out into the woods and buried 
it,” she said. ‘ You must have killed him, 
then,’ I said, ‘ for your clothes are all bloody.’ 
‘No,’ she said. 

“* Well, he was killed with a thirty-two 
bullet,’ I told her, ‘and they’ve got your 
husband's revoiver with one thirty-two bul- 
let missing from it.’ ‘John was a fool,’ she 
said, ‘He went away for two days and came 
home drunk and left the revolver behind the 
bar. He might have thrown it away and 
no one would ever have known we had a re- 
volver.’ 

“*If you didn’t kill the boy why didn’t 
you g0 to the police station and tell about 
the four men woo carried away the body?’ I 
asked her. ‘ Because I don’t know who the 
men were,’ sbe said.’’ 

“How did she explain,” asked Assistant 
State’s Attorney Newcomer, ** how the body 
got into their basement, if they had not killed 
him ?"’ 

“She did not explain it,’ replied the wit- 
ness. ‘‘ There is a break between the shoot- 
ing of the boy and Me removal of the body 
from the basement. d not question her. 
That night she went home and was arrested 
as s00n as she got there.” * 


More Evidence Against Woman. 

Tending to support Statkus’ testimony was 
the evidence of Mrs. Sierniecki, who lives 
across the street from the Wiltrax family. 
She testified that Mrs. Wiltrax said to her: 
“The boy will not come back. Some boys 
have taken him to the woods and killed him.” 

Several days later Mrs. Sierniecki said to 
Mrs. Wiltrax: ‘ I understand that Paul has 
been found in St. Paul,’ and she said Mrs. 
Wiltrax replied: ‘‘ No, that can’t be. He 
will not be found—not alive, anyway.’’ Mrs. 
Sierniecki said: ‘‘ You seem to know more 
about the boy than any one else, and you 
must know where he is.” Mrs. Wiltrax 
turned and left her without reply. 


Objects to Woman’s Tears. 


During the afternoon Attorney Burres for 
the defense objected to the presence in the 
courtroom of Mrs. Paszkowski, mother of 
the murdered boy. His reasons were that the 
woman was constantly sobbing, and he 
feared that would have an effect on the jury. 
Mrs. Paszkowski then retired to one of the 
waiting rooms. 

Attorney Burres again broke the routine of 
the trial by charging Capt. Kandzia with 
keeping Mrs. Rudofski away from the court- 
room for fear she would give evidence dam- 
aging to the state. Mr. Burres said he would 
use her as a witness and Judge Kersten 
ordered that she be brought into court. 


Try to Establish a Motive. 


The efforts of the state’s attorney were di- 
rected in the morning towards unearthing 
a motive for the murder. It was shown that 
John Wiltrax had been angered at the bov 
for tale bearing. Mrs. John Fritz, whose 
husband owns the building in which the 
Wiltrax and Paszkowski families live, gave 
the most damaging evidence as to a motive. 

“Paul several times reported Julius for 
his actions,’’ Mrs. Fritz testified. ‘‘ Wiltrax 
did not like the tales of Paul.”’ 

“Did you have a talk in Wiltrax’s kitchen 
in the presence of Paul, Mrs. Paszkowskl, 
and Wiltrax concerning what Paul had 
done?”’

He said: ‘I won't forgive Paul for report- 
ing that.’ ’’ 

* After Paul had disappeared did you have 
any conversation with Mrs. Wiltrax about 
the search for the child?’’

Other witnesses told of the finding of the 
boy’s body and several articles connected 
with the murder were introduced for identi- 
fication. The hearing will be resumed this 
morning.

PRESIDENT COMPLETES HIS 
LONG RIDE TO OYSTER BAY. 


Holds Conference with Bishop Hendrick 
Regarding the Catholic Church in the 
Philippines. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 24.—President 
Roosevelt arrived at Sagamore Hill from 
Sayville at 11:35 o'clock today. He left 
Lotus Lake, the country home of his uncle, 
Robert G. Roosevelt, at 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing, accompanied by his eldest son, Theo- 
dore Jr., and his two nephews. Their trip 
consumed seven hours and a half. 

This afternoon the president received a call 
from Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy, formerly sec- 
retary of the navy, accompanied by the 
Rev. Thomas Augustine Hendrick of Roches- 
ter, N. Y. Bishop Hendrick called on the 
president to discuss with him conditions in 
the Philippine islands, especially those di- 
rectly affecting the Catholic church. He 
told the president that it would be the par- 
ticular effort @f the four American bishops 
appointed recently for service in the Philip- 
pines to build up in the archipelago a high 
class native priesthood. 

It was the belief of the authorities of the 
Catholic church, after an exhaustive investi- 
gation, that the solution of many problems 
of both the church and the state in the Phil- 
ippine islands was dependent in’a great 
measure on the creation of a native priest- 
hood. The Catholic church, as stated by 
Bishop Hendrick, will encourage the educa- 
tion of native priests. Seminaries will be 
established in the islands—both new insti- 
tutes and old ones re@ndowed—and every fa- 
cility will be accorded natives who desire to 
study for the priesthood. 

It can be said that both President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Root are in hearty sym- 
pathy with the proposed effort, because they 
realize fully its importance to the United 
States government. 

Secretary of the Navy Moody arrived at 
Sagamore Hill this evening on a tug from 
the Brooklyn navy yard. He came todiscuss 
with the president some departmental mat- 
ters, including, it is understood, the report 
respecting the increase of the navy. It is 
believed that, with the approval of the presi- 
dent, Secretary Moody will recommend the 
construction of several additional battleships 
and a number of scout ships—vessels of com- 
paratively light draft and great speed.

best known banks in the city as early as ten 
days ago. Added to this a little less than a 
week ago loans which had been made to them 
were called. 


Banks Refused Aid. 


Thursday night the condition of Taylor & 
Co. was made known to several bankers, 
among whom was J. P. Morgan & Co. It was 
expected that assistance would be extended 
the brokerage firm, which had acted closely 
for the Morgan interests in the first distribu- 
tion of the steel trust shares and then in the 
purchase of Northern Pacific stock, but to 
the appeals of distress of the brokers a deaf 
ear apparently was turned. 

Between the pressure exerted for additional 
margins and the demand for the money 
which. they had received in loans, the firm 
had to make a quick liquidation. They. sold 
‘and kept on selling the best stocks they held, 
so this broker said. to get the ready money, 
and when they. had nothing left but inferior 
securities they had to suspend. 

Still another cause assigned for the failure 
was the attempt of Keene to manipulate the 
stock of the Rubber Goods Manufacturing 
company, in which he became interested 
through Taylor & Co. several months ago. 
In speaking of this venture one of Keene's 
friends said: 

“A man who was interested in the concern 
went to Keene one day with some figures as 
to the amount of business done by the com- 
pany and the profits returned on that busi- 
ness, which impressed Keene much. He con- 
cluded to take hold of the stock, and both 
Talbot and James B. Taylor became directors 
of the company. Keene acquired a large 
block of stock, and under his manipulation it 
advanced in price, but if an attempt were 
made to market it today the result could only 
be a material loss to Keene on the price at 
which he acquired his holdings.’’ 

Charles H. Dale of the rubber company 
said today: 

“ The failure of Talbot J. Taylor & Co. will 
have absolutely no effect on this company. 
The company was never ina more flourishing 
condition. We owe nobody and nobody owes 
us, except in trade circles, and there is money 
in the treasury. Talbot J. Taylor & Co. do 
not own a controlling share in the stock of 
this company as a matter of record. Of 
course, as stock brokers, I do not know how 
much stock they carried belonging to others. 
Talbot J. Tavlor & Co. handled proxies 
around the elections of the company, and had 
a lot to do with the reorganization of the 
company, but the failure will not touch us.”’ 


Full Effect to Come Today. 


It was said in the street that the full effect 
of the failure of Talbot J. Taylor & Co. would 
not be appreciated until the opening of the 
London stock exchange tomorrow morning. 
The reason given for this was that for sev- 
eral days the firm has been borrowing money 
on sterling notes. This being interpreted 
means that Taylor & Co. put up stocks with 
foreign bankers or their agents in New York 
and the bankers in turn issued sterling notes, 
which is the same as ready money to Taylor 
& Co. The actual result of such transaction 
would be, if the story is true, that London 
was jending money to a defunct firm. Wall 
street was inclined to think the story of loans 
on sterling notes might be true and that 
there might be additional complications to 
the failure through the embarrassment of 
some of those who indorsed the notes. 

Two peculiar features of the failfire, one 

of which excited the greatest comment, was 
that after the announcement of the suspen- 
sion of Taylor & Co. not a share of stock 
was sold for them ‘“ under the rule.” An 
old Wall street operator said that he had 
not known of a failure of a stock exchange 
house for thirty years that had not been 
followed by sales for the firm “ under the 
rule.’” 
The president of one of the banks in which 
Keene iIs* known to have an account was 
asked if he knew what banks were referred 
to in the statement of Talbot J. Taylor & 
Co. as carrying loans for the firm, and how 
they were secured. The banker looked stern 
for a moment and then his face lighted up 
with the most benevolent and radiant smile 
and he said: ‘I have absolutely nothing 
to Really I couldn't say a word.”’

This wes first manifested in the attack 
upon the State Trust company three years ‘ 
ago, before its fusion with the Morton Trust 
company.

More recently Taylor and Keene were mixed 
up with William N. Amory in the attack 
on the Metropolitan Street railway company. 
Taylor supplied Amory with 86.400 and con- 
tributed other sums to meet the expenses of 
expert accountants. He was also shown on 
the trial of Amory's suit for libelio have been 
short 6000 shares of Metropolitan stock 
when Amory was soliciting District Attor- 
ney Jerome to begin action against the Metro-. 
politan company. The so-called report of 
the Baltimore expert accountant, which was 
injurious to the Metropolitan and which 
found its way into a newspaper office, was 
last seen before the newspaper got it in the 
hands of Keene.

Believed: Due to Southern Pacific Deal. 

The general opinion of Wall street was 
that it was the firm's load of Southern Pa- 
cifie that made it vulnerable. Im this stock 
Keene formed a pool, many months ago. 
The veteran opérator had been so successful 
in the operation of pools and the manipula- 
tion of stocks that when he suggested the 
formation of a poo! in Southern Pacific many 
of the best known stock exchange houses 
took subscription in it. It was commonly 
reported that out of something like 2,000,000 
shares, the total issue of Southern Pacific, 
the Keene poo] acquired 300,000 shares or 
more. The pool acquired its stock in the 
beginning around 67, and ran the price up 
to 8). The stock closed today at 41%. 

The story was that the real object of Keene 
was to compel the Southern Pacific people 
to declare a dividend on its stock, or to com- 
pel the Union Pacific people, who control the 
Southern Pacific, to buy the stock holdings 
of the pool at practically any figure Keene 
might name. 

In a statement published by Edward H. 
Harriman, the chairmag of the Union Pacific 
beard, in April last, it was set forth that 
in 1902 Harriman was informed that Talbot 
J. Taylor & Co. would make trouble for 
the Union Pacific interests unless a settie- 
ment was made with the firm, and that in 
January an offer was made to the Union 
Pacific interests of Keene's Southern Pacific 
at 78, and the pool's stock at 70, which offer 
was declined. Then followed the sult insti- 
tuted by Talbot J. Taylor & Co., brought 
in Kentucky to enjoin the Union Pacific di- 
rectors from voting the Southern Pacific 
stock. Inthepreliminary battle inthe courts 
Taylor & Co. lost, but the litigation is still 
pending. 

Means Loss of Millions. 

Of the pools 300.000 shares of Southern 
Pacific, Keene, it is stated. held for his own 
account 200,000 shares. If Keene bought 
this stock at prices ranging from 67 to SU 
the average cost him for the whole block 
$73.50 a share, or a total average price of 
$14,700,000. It sold today at 39%, which would 
represent a loss to Keene of $6,800,000. 

Those who ought to know something about 
the transactions of the pool estimated 
Keene's personal loss in the Southern Pacific 
deal at between $3,000,000 and $5,000,000. 
Whatever the loss may have been, the fact 
remains that now Harriman and his asso- 
cilates in the Southern Pacific and Union | 
Pacific will be able to get the holdings of the 
pool practically at their own price. There is 
good reason to believe it did get some of the 
stock this morning, for it is stated on the 
highest authority that Kuhn, Loeb & Co.

Talbot J. Taylor & Co., had other long 
lines of stocks.

Bankers Charged with Causing Failure. 


When the reporters left this bank a num- 
ber of Wall street men gathered In front of 
it and eagerly sought information from the 
newspaper men as to what the president 
of the bank had to say. They were told, and 
one of them remarked: ‘‘ Of course. he 
didn't have anything to say. There’s noth- 
ing to be said. One man with his own litt'e 
hatchet can't try for years to ‘do’ some 
of the most important interests in the finan- 
cial district and not In time get ‘ done’ him- 
self.

There were reports 
in the street a few days ago to the effect that 
one St. Louis man interested in Mexican 
Central had made a personal loan there of 
nearly $1,000,000, but for what purpose it 
was not said. There was a definite report 
in the street that Speyer & Co., on behalf 
of the National Railroad of Mexico, which 
they control. had taken over a big block of 
Stow's Mexican Central holdings at a pri- 
vate sale. The two roads are competitors. 

It is said in the street that bucket shops, 
which revel in bear markets, are héaping up 
immense profits. One concern estimates it 
is $2,000,000 ahead of the game. 

Francis L. Hine, vice president of the First 
National bank. said: ‘‘ The failures were 
speculative episodes, and itn nowise affect 
the business situation, which I believe to be 
thoroughly sound.”

000, winning the Futurity among other races. 
Mr. Keene also has an expensive stable in 
England, under the management of M. M. 
Allen, with an American rider, Lucien Lyne, 
retained for $20,000 a year. 

Has a Million in Horses. 

Mr. Keene is lessee of the celebrated 
Broodaie farm at Red Bank, N. J., and but 
a short time ago bought the Castleton stud 
farm near Lexington, Ky. It is estimated 
that he owns at present horses that would 
be worth approximately a million dollars. 

A friend of Mr. Keene: said tonight: ‘At 
the time Mr. Keene succeeded in marketing 
the stock of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion he could have retired from business with 
a fortune of not far from $10,000,000, Today 
I do not believe that he has much of that 
fortune left. Several years ago Mr. Keene 
settled upon Mrs, Keene a handsome prop- 
erty. This has remained intact. In addi- 
tion he_ settled a comfortable fortune upon 
his daughter, and an equal amount upon his 
gon Foxhall. 1 suppose he may have set 
aside for his family ail told something like 
$1,500,000.”""

Boston, Mass., July 24.—The committee of 
creditors appointed to investigate the affairs 
of J. Francis Brown & Co., brokers, who re- 
cently failed, reported today that the busi- 
ness “ hae recently been conducted In a reck- 
less and unbusinesslike manner.’ It further 
gaid that there are certain accounts, to the 
extent of $60,000 or $70,000, which appear to 
be “under water,” many of them having 
been carried to profit and loss account a few 
Gays before the assignment. The committee 
believes that another person or persons than 
J. Franics Brown have been interested in the 
business and its management, and are liable

DISHONEST WALKING DELEGATES. 

It is said that there are in the hands of 
District Attorney Jerome of New York be 
tween fifty and sixty affidavits charging 
walking delegates with extorting from 
builders and contractors $400,000 during 
the last three years. Absolute faith cannot 
be reposed in affidavits, but it is reasonably 
certain that the powers vested in walking 
delegates or business agents and in other 
officers of some labor unions have been 
used for purposes of blackmail. Money has 
been paid to head off threatened strikes and 
to settle strikes which had been ordered. 
It may seem strange that employers should 
allow themselves to be bled, but they have 
usually reasoned that it was cheaper to pay 
blackmail than to have work interfered with 
by a strike. 

The revelations of the methods of some 
walking delegates convey a warning to labor 
unions to change their system of govern- 
ment by depriving officers of authority 
which it is certain will be abused. It is 
leading a business agent into temptation to 
put him in a position where he—a poor man 
—can make several thousand dollars by a 
mere threat. 

When the older unions were organized it 
was considered advisable or necessary to 
give the officers extensive powers. They 
were authorized to order men to quit work 
if they considered it proper without con- 
sulting the membership of the union. In 
order that the union might always be ready 
for war it had a quasi-military organization 
to enable it to act promptly. 

The times have changed. Organized la- 
bor has fought its long battle for recogni- 
tion and has secured it. The power of the 
unions is greater than it was, and it is desir- 
able that the power shall be used conserva- 
tively. It will not be unless checks, which 
experience has proved to be necessary, are 
put on the authority of officers, The agree- 
ment which has been entered into between 
the builders and contractors in New’ York 
City and most of the building trades unions, 
which aims at the prevention of strikes by 
the settlement of disputes by boards of ar- 
bitration, of which walking delegates are 
not to be members, is good as far as it goes, 
but the unions should alter their constitu- 
tions and bylaws so that it pill not be so 
easy for a dishonest.officer to become a suc- 
cessful blackmatler as it has been in New 
York and possibly in other cities. 

There is another point to be considered. 
The officer who begins by robbing employers 
may end by robbing his union. The former 
treasurer of the New York Stonecutters’ 
association is on trial for taking about 
$13,000 of union funds. Part of the money 
alleged to have been taken by him was ex- 
torted by the leaders of the union from the 
members of the Stone Dealers’ association 
of Brooklyn. Corruption has crept into 
many urions. It must be driven out or their 
usefulness will be at an end. 


CLUBS AND LIQUORS. 

How can a-‘map approye ofa certain thing 
and yet disapprove of another man be- 
cause that other man does that certain 
thing? | 
officers. of. the most exclusive and ex- 
pensive social clubs in Chicago approve 
of having liquor sold. In fact, they approve 
of it so much that they want to have liquor 
sold on their premises. Nevertheless they 
don’t like obeying the recent Supreme court 
decision which directs them to apply for 
licenses, Such applications would have 
most catastrophic social results. The offi- 
cers of the most exclusive and expensive 
social clubs in Chicago would be listed with 
simply impossible persons, who, instead of 
selling gin fityes to bankers at luncheon, 
sell beer to workingmen at lunch. 

This situation is not unparalleled in the 
history of the human race. The abysmal 
depths of social psychology coutain many 
similar psychological curiosities. The 
slaveholder approved of having slaves soli. 
Nevertheless he put ail professional slave 
dealers beyond the social pale. 

Take another illustration, an illustration 
which has a wider scope than either liquor 
selling or slave selling. Millions of people 
regard acting as not only a source of pleas- 
ure to the spectators but as a means of 
esthetic cultivation. The art of acting, 
they will tell you, is one of the noblest of 
all arts. It touches the esthetic&sensibili- 
ties in a way in which no other art touches 
them. Statues, pictures, symphonies, 
poems, what influence do these have on 
human life compared with plays? A good 
play, well acted, gets deeper into the human 
heart than any other esthetic performance 
the human mind has yet devised. 

These people will tell you all this and 
yet what is their social attitude toward the 
men and women who provide them with 
what they regard as the greatest of all 
esthetic gratifications? It is an attitude 
usually of vague mistrust and occasionally 
of active horror. Let any relative of these 
people talk\of going on the stage and you 
will begin to find out that the stage—which 
these people patronize and which they there- 
‘by .enable»to continue in’ existence—is a 
sink, a cesspool, a quagmire, and various 
‘other equally unlovely things. 

In other words there are millions of Euro- 
peans and Americans who approve of hav- 
ing plays acted, who provide the money with- 
out which the practice of acting plays 
would disappear, who confess that to them 
acting is the most admirable and effective 
of all the arts, but who at the same time feel 
that they would not like to have either 
themselves or their relatives listed with 
stage people. 

Therefore let the officers of the most ex- 
clusive and expensive clubs in Chicago take 
courage. There are mental depths below 
the point which they have reached. : 


LESS COMPLEX TO MORE COMPLEX. 

The question is: How shall we get farm 
hands? | 

The answer is: We shall get them, if we 
ever do get them, by inducing country boys 
to remain in the country and not by inducing 
city boys to leave the city. | 

Why won't city boys leavethecity? Isn't 
it true that if they went to the country they 
would get better air, better food, better 
health, and greater happiness? And isn’t 
it also true that the city laborer forfeits a 
large part of his claim to our sympathy 
when he continues to wallow in his slum ana 
refuses to return to the simpler, fresher life 
of the farm? - 

These questions seem to have great force 
till‘ you confront them with a certain fact. 
Listen to this fact. In former times it 
would have been called a trait of human 
nature. ‘Now it is called a law of sociology. 
| Here it.is: | 


Few persone can ever be induced to leave 


a : 


a more complex social development for a 
less complex one. 7 

The blasé, jaded, decadent Parisian, sip- 
ping absinthe sucré, may be able to convince 
himself—and may write a feuilleton to the 
effect—that the South Sea islander, lying 
at ease under the bread fruit tree and earn- 
ing his living by picking the fruit of that 


Sea islander, reflecting on the envy of men,~ 
and the jealousy of women, and the re- 
morse which the noble faculty of human 
memory brings with it, may exclaim in a 
burst of rhetoric that he would rather be a 
dog. Nevertheless, the South Sea islander 
would never change incarnations with a 
dog, and the Parisian would never give up 
his absinthe sucré for bread fruit. In one 
sense of the word “ happy,” the dog may be 
happier than the South Sea islander, and 
the South Sea islander than the Parisian. 
That makes no difference. A more complex 
social development, with all its pains, is 
more satisfying to the human sou! than a 
less complex one, The attempt to persuade 
the .city laborer that he would be happier in 
the country than in the city breaks down be- 
fore the fact that he knows he would rather 
be in the city. This may bea disease. 
Grant that it-is. Grant also, however, in 
the interests of truth, that it is a disease for 
which no cure has ever been found. 

Let us turn, therefore, from the project 
of converting the city laborer to the project 
of keeping the country laborer in the coun- 
try. Here we see greater reason for hope. 

The country is becoming more attractive. 
There are better roads. There are more tel- 
ephones. There is a more frequent mail 
delivery. These and many other improve- 
ments are accomplishing what some people 
call the “ socialization ” of rural life. Al- 
ready Mr. Snow, the statistician, says that 
he notices a greater inclination on the part 
of farm boys to stay on the farm. And it is 
certainly true that the difference in com- 
fort between country life fifteen years ago 
and country life now is greater than the 
difference between city life fifteen years ago 
and city life now. Comparatively the coun- 
try has made greater progress. 

The situation, therefore, is this: An emi- 
gration from town to country is a sociolog- 
ical and psychological impossibility. Poets 
and philanthropists have talked about it 
for centuries, and it never happens. What 
we have left to us is the possible possibility 
of making farm labor attractive to those 
who are still on the farm.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

fers from a grave internal complaint,

The operation, 
however, offers the only chance, faint 
though it be, of prolonging his life.

His family life has been exemplary and 
whélly free from -scandal, while his im- 
posing appearance—he is near six foot three 
and broad in proportion—constitutes a strik-

classes. For his grandfather, the French 
Field Marshal Bernadotte, was born as a 
peasant, while his grandmother was the 
daughter of the Marseilles stock broker 
Clary. 


Relatively few “‘moated homes of old 
England’’ remain, a fact which has been 
recalled to my mind by the announcement 
of the execution the other day at Colchester 
of that modern Blutbeard, Dougias, the 
scene of whose murders was a moated manor 
house In one of the most remote corners of 
Essex. The reason for this is perhaps on 
account of the theory that moats are con- 


which they surround and are productive of 
malaria. Moreover, moats are no longer 
indispensable to the safety of the inmates 
of «the castles and chateaux which they 
environ. | 

Perhaps the finest specimen.of a moated 
home is that of Lord Tollemache at Helm- 
ingham hall, in Suffolk, about eight miles 
from Ipswich. Helmingham hall remains 
much as it was when Queen Elizabeth paid 
a few days’ visit there to Sir Lionel Tolle- 
mache in 1561. Indeed, the spinet on which 
she played still figures in the principal draw- 
ing room. The Tollemaches have been es- 
tablished In Suffolk since the days of the 
Norman ‘conquest, as proved by the old 
distich ‘‘When Willam the Conqueror 
reigned with fame, Helmingham was my 
seat and Tollemache my name,”’ and in this 
twentieth century, as during hundreds and 
hundreds of years back, the drawbridge 
spanning the broad moat is raised every 
night ands let down every morning. 

Another moated residence is Mannington 
fall, the English home of the American born 
rountess of Orford, who was Miss Louise 
Corbin of New York. The walls of Manning- 
ton hall are eight feet thick tn some places 
and built of filnt, and the house is absolutely 
surrounded by water, the moat having an 
area of three acres, and one can catch fine 
fish from the billiard room and kitchen win- 
dows. The approach is peculiar. For, as 
there is only a narrow footbridge across the 
moat, carriages do not draw up at the front 
door, but at the further end of the bridge, 
across which visitors have to pass on foot. 

Mannington hall is full of relics of the Wal- 
pole family, of which Lord Orford is the 
chief, among other treasures being @ manu- 
script letter from King George II. to Sir 
Robert Walpole, comcluding, ‘‘ God bless you. 
G. R.,” and the key of St. Sophia, the great 
mosqué at Constantinople, when it was a 
Christian. place of worship—that is, seven 
centuries ago. The ancient episcopal palace 
at Wells of the bishop of Bath and Wells is 
environed by a moat supplied with water 
from St. Andrew's well. 

With regard to the disgraceful ragging 
case at the cape, which is now engaging the 
attention of the English parliament and 
press, and in which a number of cavalry sub- 
alterns are implicated, it is only fair that it 
should be known that their civilian victim 
was neither an adventurer nor yet what is 
socially termed a ‘‘bounder.’’ He is a 
grandson of Sir Robert Stanford, who, on re- 
signing his command of the Royal Innis- 
killing Fustleers after a most distinguished 
record in the army, settled down at the cape 
as a landed proprietor. His grandson has 
inherited most of his property, is a man of 
means, a welcome guest at government 
house at Capetown and at admiralty house 
there, both prior and subsequent to his be- 
ing ‘“ ragged,”’ and a man therefore of good 
social standing.

As predicted in one of my former letters, 
Lord Downshire, having secured a verdict 
in his civil suit against Arthur Sebright, has 
now instituted criminal proceedings against 
him in the Marlborough police court in Lon- 
don om a charge of obtaining money under 
false pretenses. In view of the decision of 
the civil suit and of the caustic comments of 
the presiding judge, Sir Henry Buckley, it is 
difficult to see how Arthur Sébright can pos- 
Sibly escape similar unfavorable action on 
the part of the criminal courts. Arthur Se- 
bright ts the ex-husband of Mrs. Duck Rus- 
sell, sister of the countess of Russell, and is 
a brother of Sir Edgar Sebright, formerly 
chief of the household to Princess Mary of 
Cambridge, duchesg of Teck, mother of the 
princess of Wales. 


With regard to the countess of Russell, the 
divorced wife of the earl of Russel, I take 
note that she has become reconciled to the 
former groom, Thomas Brown, whom, since 
the dissolution of her union with the earl, 
she married under the impression that he was 
Prince Atrobald Stuart de Modena, a natural 
son of the emperor of Austria. Of course, 
she could have secured an annulment of the 
marriage from the divorce court on the 
ground that he had given a false name, an 
offense of which he was convicted by the 
criminal courts and condemned to a day’s 
imprisonment, the leniency of the sentence 
being due to the fact that he had spent near- 
ly three months in jail awalting trial. But 
the ex-countess has decided to keep her ex- 
groom husband, who is a good looking, well 
educated young fellow, and who, in making 
public this resolve of his wife, announces 
that by her desire he abandons his patro- 
nymic of Brown, inherited from his coach- 
man father and cook mother, and will be 
known in future as Atrobald Stuart. 

It may be hoped that the marriage so in- 
auspiciously commenced will turn out well. 
But I have my doubts, and it will probably 
not be long before we hear of the wholly 
declassee ex-countess and of her husband 
again. For when about to receive sentgnce 
at the conclusion of his trial the other day 
the police intimated to the presiding judge 
that in spite of his youth there were a num- 
ber of previous convictions against him. 

The ex-countess wishes it to be known that 
the courts have decided that she is still 
‘*countess of Russell,’’ and that she must 
consequently be addressed as such. This is 
a perversion of facts. The courts have never 
dealt with her rights to the title and name of 
which she wishes to retain possession. It 
was when the Earl Cowley resorted tolaw in 
order to prevent his divorced wife after her 
marriage to a commoner from continuing to 
style herself *‘ Countess Cowley ”’ that the 
tribunals declared that they did not see their 
way to forbid her to use that name and title 
or any other, and that while her taste in the 
matter was open to question there was no 
law by which she could be restrained. It is 
on the strength of this judgment that the 
Parl Russell's former wife continues to 
claim the name and title of Countess Russell.

born of insane conditions it must in the long 
run represent things as they are not.” 

He is willing to admit that there is an art 
which comes from unwholesome conditions, 
but this, ‘he asserts, is not the best writing 
or the best art. The logical conclusion, he 
says, is that “ the artist or writer who is too 
exclusively engrossed in his art is not the per- 
son from whom the best work is to be expect- 
ed. His art may be so overladen with tech- 
nique the great human emotions may be lost. 
The man has been swallowed up in the artist.”’ 
He further says: “ I believe a critical consid- 
eration of art and letters, with this point in 
view, would bear out the conclusion. We 
should find that the great works of art and 
literature, the works which the world has 
cared to preserve with loving gratitude, have 
been produced by men whose interest in life 
was greater than their interest in their art. 
They were men first and artists afterward.”

Of course it is nonsense to say that art is 
the result of a disease.

E question: “ Who Reads an American 
Book?” is no longer asked in England. 
If it were to be, the answer would in- 
clude the names of half the English 
reading public. In. looking over the 
London publishers’ advertisements, or the 
reviews of books In the London papers, one 
sees almost as many American names among 
the authors as he sees of English names 
among the advertisements of American pub- 
lishers. What, it may be asked, is the rea- 
son for'this? Is it the effect of the inter- 
national copyright law or are American books 
better worth the attention of the English 
reading public than they used to be? Per- 
haps it is a little of both. Naturally it is 
more worth the English publisher’s while 
to publish American books when he can be 
protected than it was in the old days when 
he could not be. Then again American au- 
thors are writing books that are more char- 
acteristically American than they did in the 
old times when they modeled their style after 
English examples... 
From my own observation in London I find 
that it is the American books that are con- 
sidered racy of the soll that find the most 
| favor in English eyes. Mr. Dooley’s caustic 
remarks are as thoroughly enjoyed over here 
as they are at home; ‘‘ The Letters of a Self- 
Made Merchant to His Son” has been one 
of the most popular books of the London 
season; “‘ Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch ”’ 
has found equal popularity, while Miss Wilk- 
ins’ New Engiand stories have long been ap- 
preciated by English readers. In short, when 
our authors write books that depict American 
life English readers like them, but I doubt 
if they would like it if an American author 
should treat of the subjects that are sup- 


posed, by them, to be the birthright of the 


English author. 


English authors may write on American 
subjects, but that is ahother matter. For 
example, within the last few days the lady 
who calls herself “‘ Lucas Cleeve ’’—do not 
confound her with “ Lucas Mallet ’’—has 
published a novel called ‘‘ Anglo-Ameri- 
cans.”’ This lady is, I believe, a Mrs. Kings- 
cote in private life, and she has spent a 
year or two in America, and may be there 
at the present time. I do not know just how 
near first hand she may have gained her in- 
formation of American social life, but a 
clever woman—and Mrs. Kingscote is a 
clever woman—can learn a good deal at sec- 
ond hand, not altogether from the newspa- 
pers, either. 

There is nothing new in Lucas Cleeve’s 
story, but at the same time it is interesting. 
The subject is an old one, American girls and 
English titles, and the author, though an 
Englishwoman, declares against the inter- 


the horizon he rode at it lance in hand. 
Sometimes he made mistakes—serious 
mistakes, I regret to say—and held 
men up to scorn who did not deserve 
that treatment. The dead as well as the 
living were the subjects of his attacks, and 
he often shot wide of the mark of decency, 
never more so than when he attacked the 
memory of his friend, Robert Louis Steven- 
son. 
Mr. Henley many friends, and whether he 
repented it or not he lived to realize that he 
had made a great mistake. Those of us who 
find so much to admire in Mr. Henley have 
tried to forget his faults in the memory of his 
fine qualities. 

Although I had been brought into close 
relations with Mr. Henley in a business way 
I only met him twice, one in 1886 and again 
in 1894. At the former time he was compara- 
tively unknown. He was living then in a 
quarter of London known as Shepard's 
Bush, a name suggestive of pastorals, of 
green fields, and everything that is rustic, 
but which, as a matter of fact, is as unpas- 
toral and as far from rustic as our own 
Marlem. The house that Mr. Henley lived 
in was one of a row of grayish brick, even 
lees like the home of a poet than that of 
Wiitman in Camden, N. J. Henley himself, 
however, was not disappointing. He hadthe 
torso of a giant surmougted with the head 
of a lion, but his legs were crippled and he 
was obliged to lean upon canes when he 
walked. Curiously enough, he walked most 
of the time as he talked. In this talk, which 
I tried to keep upon literature, he insisted in 
pouring the vials of his wrath upon Glad- 
stone, whom he hated with a sincere and 
hearty hatred. 

When I saw Mr. Henley a few years later 
he was living at Barnes on the Thames. 
There he was housed more as a poet should 
be. The house was surrounded by a garden 
and looked out upon the river, he had plenty 
of room for his books, and there with his 
wife he dispensed a delightful hospitality. 
The situation of Barnes proved too low, and 
this pretty house was given up for another 
on Muswell hill, from which coign of van- 
tage he could look down upon the fogs of 
London. 

Although an invalid and a sufferer, Mr. 
Henley never knowingly allowed his in- 
validism to affect his work. He was a man 
of great courage and fought the battle of 
life with his head held high and his shoulders 
set well back. Knowing the man as I knew 
him, I am sure that he dipped his pen in his 
heart's blood when he wrote these lines: 

Out of the night that covers me,

indeed little danger that such optimism 
will become weak and sentimental and pop- 
ular, the refuge of every idler, the excuse 
of every neer-do-weel.

There is much in the book that is worth 
quoting, but these quotations appear to 
hold the quintessence of its meaning.

Their villains, 
or their grotesques or comiques, have been 
distinguished by certain insistent qualities. 
Almost every one of the masters has lacked 
the ability to present men and women as they 
are. They have clung to the traditions. 
They have written accommodatingly, trying 
to fit the preconceived ideas of men about 
villainy and virtue, cowardice and courage

“Gail Hamilton,’’ Percival Wilde, Willis, 
Bird, Morris, and a. score of others, 
and then realize how little the present gen- 
eration knows of them, the comparison is 
not alluring to those who chase literary fame 


today. 


It is an actual fact that the publication of 
the better known poems by such writers as 
Saxe, Halleck, and Willis by THE TRIBUNE 
in the department '’ Poems You Ought to 
Know” has brought many letters to this 
office asking about the poets, and in one case 
a letter was addressed to “ Mr. N. P. Willis, 
gare of THE TRIBUNE.” Yet forty years ago 
Willis was perhaps the most widely known 
American writer, and had his admirers in 
London as well asin New York. He is now 
dismissed, justly perhaps, with a few lines 
in the histories of our literature. Saxe had 
@ much greater vogue than Eugene Field in 


our day had, and yet how many can quote.

“ The modern biographer,’’ says Mr. Gosse, 
“does not believe his tale at all; or, rather, 
he continues in that muddled state of the 
intellectual conscience in which a man can- 
not distinguish truth from fiction, but con- 
vinces himself that if a lie is told ‘for the 
best’ it will, in the course of evolving itself, 
turn into a sort of truth. This is a fallacy. 
it merely corrupts into a particularly dusty 
and fvolish emptiness. If pious biographers 
could only persuade themselves to believe 
Spinoza when he says that truth cannot be 
contrary to the real interests of humanity!”’ 

The critic’s final advice is: ‘ Let ‘the bi- 
ographer be tactful, but do not let him be 
cowardly; let him cultivate delicacy, but 
avoid its ridiculous parody, false delicacy.’’ 
There certainly should be a golden mean be- 
ween Parson Weems’ “ Life of Washing- 
ton ’’ and the horrible mess Froude made of. 
the Carlyle material. We imagine that Mr. 
Chesterton’s Browning” will meet Mr.’ 
Gosse’s approval. 


Until Seventy Times Seven. 


An interesting though exceedingly pathetic little 
story is that bearing the name, ‘‘ Until Seventy 
Times Seven’’ (Thomas Whittaker), but whose 
author is not mentioned.

Nothwithstanding all that ‘‘ Lucas Cleeve "’ 
says, much of which is true, there have been 
some happy international marriages, mar- 
riages that have not been entirely for money, 
and even some of those that have been “ ar- 
ranged’ have not gone as wrong as many 
that have been made entirely for love; for 
love, the violent kind, has been known to 
burn itself out.

In the death of William Ernest Henley one 
of the most striking figures in English lit- 
erary life has passed away. It was notuntil 
he became editor of the Scots Observer that 
Mr. Henley had a chance to show what he 
could do either as an editor or as a writer, 
and during the time of his connection with 
that journal he developed more new writers 
and exerted a greater influence upon the 
critical literature of his time than any other 
one man. Mr. Henley’s own contributions 
to the Scots Observer were marked by ori- 
ginality as well as brilliancy. It was one of 
his whims to write the fashion articles for his 
paper. A man less fitted for such writing it 
would be hard to imagine. I doubt whether 
he knew a frill from a feather, but that did 
not prevent his fashion column from being 
one of the most delicious bits of reading that 
ever came my way toenjoy. These articles 
were unsigned, but their author confessed 
himself to an admiring American friend. 
Mr. Henley prided himself, if he prided 
himself upon anything, as being a hater of 
shams, and when he saw one looming up in.

Those are brave words, and I know of more 
than one person to whom they have shone 
out as a beacon light upon a black and 
stormy coast.

It is not common with us—that is, those 
of us who are in no way connected with the 
trade—to associate an author and his pub- 
lisher. An American goes into a book store 
and asks for Mr. Howells’ latest novel, or 
Mr. Churchill’s, or that of any other author 
whose books he cares to read. Not so in 
London, or at least not always so. I hap- 
pened to be buying a newspaper in a small 
circulating library a few days ago when a 
young woman came in in search of literature 
for the week end.”

Chesterton's Life of Browning. 


A Fine Exposition of the Man and Poet. 


HEN Gi K. Chesterton got the op- 
portunity to add fils monograph, 
“ROBERT BROWNING,” to the 
series “‘ English Men of Letters,” 
which the Macmillan company has 
for some time been publishing, he seized it 
with inimitable spirit. A more eager exposi- 
tionofan intellectual hero it would be difficult 
to find. Mr. Chesterton has paid to Browning's 
vast indefiniteness, his impressive incoher- 
ency, his bewildering spaciousness, such 
tribute as a mind perfectly definite, thor- 
oughly coherent, and carefully corporated 
alone could be able go pay. With his life, 
as life may be synonymous with action, he 
hes dealt somewhat sparingly. An excellent 
and commendable reserve governs him, and 
he tells no more than a man averse to gos- 
sip may utter without offense. With the 
work of the poet he deals at length, enter- 
ing upon the subject with zest, saying clear- 
lv the things duller critics have felt and 
tried in vain to formulate, and defending 
Browning against all unjust charges ever 
brought against him as 4 thinker and han 


writer. 


What is poetical in Browning, what is 
expectant, religious, or passionate in him has 
often enough been called attention to. It did 
not need Mr. Chesterton to point these out to 
us. But Mr. Chesterton's distinctive contri- 
bution to the criticism of Browning is his 
insistence upon the scientific quality of 
Browning’s mind. Mr. Chesterton gives 
Browning credit for a realism of the most 
fearless sort. He maintains that those char- 
acters which were ordinarily considered 
caricatures, such as “ Sludge the Medium ” 
and “ Bishop Blougram,” were in no sense 
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them fairly; revealing the honest motive un- 
der the warped action, permitting them to ut- 
ter with transitory sincerity certain fine sen- 
timents; beholding them as they mocked 
themselves with ideals to which they could 
not attain; or pitying:them as he portrayed 
them, holding before their own eyes the 
picture of themselves as they could never 
be, but as, in some white moment of their 
inept lives, they might have hoped .to be 
Mr. Chesterton says: | \ 

“ There are some people who think it must 
be immoral to admit that there are any 
doubtful cases of morality, as if a man should 
refrain from discussing the precise boundary 
at the upper end of the isthmus of Panama 
for fear the inquiry would shake his belief 
in ‘the existence of North America. People of 
this kind quite consistently think Sludge to 
be merely a scoundrel taking nonsense. It 
may be remembered that they thought the 
same thing of Newman. It is actually sup- 
posed, apparently in the current use of 
words, that casuistry is the name of a crime. 


It does not appear to occur to people that 


casuistry is a science and about as much a 
crime as botany. This tendency to cas- 
ulstry in Browning’s monologues has done 
nfuch toward establishing for him that repu- 
tation for pure intellectualism which has 
done him so much harm. But casuistry in 
this sense is not a col and analytical thing, 
but a warm and sympathetic thing. To 
know what combinations of excuse might 
justify a man in manslaughter or bigamy is 
not to have a callous indifference to virtue; 
it is rather to have so ardent an admiration 
for virtue as to seek ft in the remotest desert 


and the darkest ,incognito.” 


Ble. It must be confessed that Mr. Crosby's caricatures. Browning was merely treating Mr. Chesterton has the courage to admit 


the truth about Browning's intellectual in- 
dependence and recklessness. He confesses 
that Browning was everything that is con- 
ventional in his actual life, but the most 
daringly unconventional of men in matters of 


thought. Speaking of Browning’s great 
sophistical monologues, Mr. Chesterton 
says: 


“They are not satires or attacks upon 
their subjects, they are not even harsh and 
unfeeling exposures of them. They are de- 
fenses; they say, or are intended to say, 
the best that can be said for the persons 
with whom they deal. But few people in 
this world would care to listen to the real 
defense of their own characters. The real 
defense, the defense which belongs to the 
day of judgment, would make such damag- 
ing admission, would clear away so many 
artificial virtues, would tell such tragedies 
of weakness and failure, that a man would 
sooner be misunderstood and censured by 
the world than exposed to that awful and 
merciless eulogy. One of the most prac- 
tically difficult matters which arise from 
the code of manners and the conventions 
of life is that we cannot properly justify 
a human being because that justification 
would involve the admission of things 
which cannot conventionally be admitted. 
We might explain and make human and 
respectable, for example, the conduct of 
some old fighting politician, who, for the 
good of his party and his country, acceded 
to measures of which he disapproved; but 
we cannot, because we are not allowed to 
admit that he ever accede@ to measures of 
which he disapproved. We might touch 
the life of many dissolute public men with 
pathos and a kind of defeated courage by 
telling the truth about the history of their 
sins. But we would throw the world in an 
uproar if we hinted that they had any. Thus 
the decencies of civilization do not merely 
make it impossible to revile a man, they 
make it impossible to praise him. Brown- 
ing, In such poems as “ Bishop Blougram’s 
Apology,’ breaks this first mask of good- 
ness in order to break the second mask of 
evil, and gets to the real goodness at last; 
he dethrones a saint in order to humanize 
a scoundrel. This is one typical side of the 
real optimism of Browning. And there is 


Mrs. Humphry Ward, but for the silly and 
cowardly conclusion to her “ Lady Rose’s 
Daughter,’’ would have had in Julie a char- 
acter which Browning himself might have 
accounted true, and all the more true be- 
cause what was subtle and dark in Julie 
seemed more durable than what was fine and 
frank. But Mrs. Ward went over to the 
fears and conventions in the end and lost 
her great chance. Wecan never quite believe 
in her again. 

Mr. Chesterton has written an adroit book. 
It is a tangy aperient to the languid appe- 
tite, and the reader may well regret that 
fatal banrier of silence and lack of acquaint- 
ance which hinders him from participating 
in a hundred gallant quarrels or agreements 
with a man so fluent, alert, efficient, and 
original.

The Critics and “Lady Rose.” 


The storm of discussion which has gathered 
around Mrs. Ward's novel, ‘‘ Lady Rose’s Daugh- 
ter,’’ brings to mind the fact that there is no surer 
proof of the great distinction of a novel than in 
the treatment it receives from critical reviewers. 
There is scarcely a newspaper in the country, 
large or small, which has not approached this 
English novel in the attitude of careful scrutiny 
and almost hypercritical attention. Points which 
in lesser novels of English or American origin 
are accounted of no importance and passed by 
without comment are raised to prominence by 
the reviewers of a book of real consequence, and 
this fact has never been more evident than in the 
case of ‘‘ Lady Rose’s Daughter,”’ which in its re- 
lation to the critics seems to repeat thd conditions 
once surrounding the appearance of a novel by 
Thackeray or by George Eliot. The fact is note- 
worthy not only on account of the interest m 
Mrs. Ward's story but because it confirms the 
respect in which American reviewers should be 
held both by ourselves and by English readers.

edy it is this complexity which makes the 
Plays of Shakspeare essentially different 
from the classic drama. 

Of the remaining chapters in Prof. Moul- 
ton’s book the most interesting is perhaps 
that on Shakspeare’s use of supernatural 
agency. The results of the author's study 
are found in these three propositions: Super- 
natural agency in Shakspeare has no power 
to influence events unless by influencing per- 
eons; the supernatural has no power over 
Men except by their own consent; the influ- 
ence, in Shakspeare, of the supernatural on 
persons is seen to emphasize and assist but 
fever to initiate or alter a course of action. 

The appendix, containing the plot schemes 
of Shakspeare’s dramas, completes an inter- 
esting book. So much has been written on 
Shakspeare that it is with some aversion that 
One takes up a new book on any topic con- 
nected with his works or his personality. 
But this book will certainly find a welcome, 
not only from the clubs and classes to whom 
the author modestly offers it, but also from 
Many who fancied that they were already 
well acquainted with Shakspeare’s world. 
If not all.the material is new, the arrange- 
Ment of it is, and the result is a distinct 
addition to literature.

Charles Scribner’s Sons have imported the 
latest volume in “ The World’s Epoch Ma- 
kers "—namely: DAVID HUME,” by Prof. 
James Orr, D. D., of the United Free Church 
college, Glasgow. While a Scotch theological 
professor is perhaps not the man one would 
naturally expect to do justice to Hume, Prof. 
Orr has admirably fulfilled his task. 

Only a small portion of the work is devoted 
to the life of Hume, the larger part being 
devoted to a study of his philosophical prin- 
ciples and to a criticism of his works. Hume's 
greatest defect was his hunger for popularity. 
After his first and greatest work had fallen 
flat, he devoted himself to writing to the 
taste of his public and produced a series of 
work, pleasing, polished, beautiful, yet none 
of them containing the rugged strength, the 
epoch-making originality of conception of 
his “ Treatise of Human Nature.” 

The excellences of his history of England 
were “the picturesque and vivid grouping 
of details and the combination of elaborate 
description with clearness, simplicity, and 
ease.” His chief fault was his unfairness. 
The history was in the nature of a political 
document, intended to place one side in the 
best possible light and the other in the worst 
possible. Only such facts were related as 
suited his purpose.

JEFFRIES HAS TQ REST. 


CHAMPION IS THREATENED WITH 
BLOOD POISONING. 


Ordered to Stop Training Until Next 
Monday by His Doctor, Who Fears 
Serious Results from a Bite the Pu- 
gilist Got in the Leg from a Little 
Bear — Other Mishaps Make ‘the 
Wound Worse, a Kick from Kenne- 
dy and a Strain Causing Trouble. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 24.—[Special.]— 
Harbin Springs advices say the doctors have 
ordered Jeffries to take a rest till Monday, 
as they fear blood poisoning from a slight 
wound in his left leg, should he continue 
exercise just now. Jeff did not want to quit. 
but his physicians said if he continued his 
training there would be’ danger of blood 
poison setting in. In the event of such a 
misfortune the big pugilist could not fight, 
and Jeff would lose his forfeit of $2,500. When 
Jeff's attention was called to this he con- 
sented reluctantly to go on the shelf and 
have his leg treated until he was sound 
again. 

“It does not feel badly,” said Jeffries, put- 
ting the weight of his body on it. 

“ But, no matter how it feels, you should 
stop work until Monday at least,”’ returned 
the champion’s physician. ‘‘ You can’t some- 
times tell what a little thing like that will 
resultin. People have lost their legs in con- 
sequence of smaller wounds than that.”’ 

It is Jeffries’ left leg that is annoying 
him. The little bear of Fitzsimmons bit 
him on the inside of the calf of his leg last 
week. Since then the wound has been agegra-

GRAINS LACK MOGH LIB, 


‘WHEAT LOSES A FRACTION ON CON- 
FLICTING REPORTS. 


Moderate Volume of Trade, Bulls in 
Control of the Situation One Hour 
and Bears the Next—Crop News Is of 
the Usual Contradictory Character— 
Exports for the Week Slightly 
Smaller—Hot Winds Fail to Ma- 
terialize—Oats Shorts Nervous. 


There was a little disappointment for the 
bulls tn yesterday's wheat market, many of 
the influences which were expected to be op- 
erative in making of higher prices being ab- 
‘went. The schedule prepared after the close 
on Thursday was that hot winds were to pre- 
‘vail in the corn belt and have a sympathetic 
‘effect oh wheat. But the hot winds did not 
{materialize, and consequently there was no 
‘ sdvance in the price, barring a little spurt 
goon after the opening. In final transactions 


| prices were %c lower than at the close the 
‘day before. The September ranged between 
76%-%c and 75\%c, closing at 76%c, as against 
--%6\%c on Thursday. The May was up to 79c 
‘early, off later to 78\%c, closing at 75%¢c, also 
Age off. 
News around the opening was not distinc- 
‘tive in its character. Liverpool was %d 
* lower, with Paris unchanged. The Argentine 
visible was slightly smalier the last week, 
‘aithough vastly larger than a year ago. 
“The supply there stands at 3,352,000 bu, as 
against 3,680,000 bu the previous week and 
552,000 bu a year ago. Since Jan. 1 wheat 
shipments from that country have aggre- 
-gated 51,410,000 bu, an increase over the pre- 
vious year’s movement of 33,718,000 bu. This 
comprised the bulk of the news from the, 
other side, and was not sufficiently important 
to affect the price one way or the other. 

On a continuance of reports of indifferent 
wheat yields, there was enough buying to ad- 
vance the September price about 4c, and on 
this early upturn there was some fairly 
heavy buying done by Pringle, Milmine-Bod- 

‘manu, Gifford, Lake, Lindman, Richardson, 
‘Allerton, and August Brosseau. Bartlett- 
Frazier probably took larger quantities of 
December than of any other futures. The 
advance brought out quite a lot of wheat 
from local holders who were satisfied with 
an extremely moderate profit, and under 
these offerings the price fell back to 7T5\c. 
On the decline there was some good buying 
by Spencer and Hulburd-Warren, but in a 
general way operations were not important, 
The early sellers welcomed the easier market 
around noon as offering advantageous points 
on which to cover. The tone of the closing 
market was fairly firm, but pit conditions 
- ‘were dull and the trade considerably at sea 
owing to the wide difference in the character 
ef crop news received from various sources. 


All Kind of Reports Sent. 
An instance of this variance is shown in the 
* @ispatches from Stockton, Kas., where a 
milling company estimates one county will 
this year produce 3,000,000 bu of wheat, as 
against a yield last year of 600,000 bu; an 
offset to this kind of news came from the 
northwestern part of Iowa, where one-third 
the crop is said to be killed by blight. The 
Commercial. West weekly bulletin claimed 
the condition of wheat in the northwest was 
maintained as a whole, although admitting 
parts of North Dakota needed immediate 
rains as a help to reat filling. Rains in 
southern Minnesota would, it is said, do harm 
rather than good. 
~The primary movement shows about the 
same conditions as heretofore, receipts about 
one-half as large as last year. For the day 
the figures were 571,500 bu, as against 1,306,- 
300 bu last year. St. Louis had 138,900 bu, as 
compared with 324,000 bu last year. Kansas 
City was about the only point which overran 
the figures of a year ago, receipts at that 
point being 197,000 bu, as compared with 
177,000 bu the previous year. The slightly 
easier figures of the morning brought out a 
moderate export inquiry, New York report- 
ing 15 loads and clearing 315,500 bu. Exports 
For the week, as reported by Bradstreet’s, 
were not quite up to a week ago, 2,780,000 bu 
of wheat in flour, as compared with 3,362,000 
bu last week, and 3,981,000 bu last year. For 
the period since July 1, the beginning of the 
crop year, these exports show a decrease of 
oo bu as compared with the movement 


' Hot Winds Fail to Blow. 


Corn was a much less excited market than 
on Thursday, although fairly active through- 
put the session. Prices of the previous day 
were hardly maintained, a loss of \c being 
established on both the September and May. 
What were expected to be decidedly bullish 
factors were almost altogether missing. The 
weather map showed ideal conditions for 
corn growth and no conditions whatever 
which tended to justify the hot wind reports 
of the day before. Temperatures at no point 
Were much over 85, and at many points 
throughout the belt rains were promised. 
The Snow weekly report was a bullish factor 
early and helped put the September prices 
up to Sic. It claimed rain badly needed 
in a considerable portion of the Ohio valley, 
gaiso in Missouri and in a smaller degree in 
Kansas. The July growth, according to this 
Buthority, has hardly been normal, and the 
lateness of the crop has not in any way been 
made up. A large part of the corn is sched- 
Uled to come to silk and tassel after Aug. 1. 

There were messages on the floor, how- 
ever, which took a hopeful view of the situa- 
tion, McReynolds’ advice from Omaha quot- 
ed unbiased people as claiming that Nebras- 
ka corn was making a satisfactory and 
steady gain under perfect weather condi- 
lions during the last few weeks. No one in 
that part of the state, it is claimed, estimated 
the crop at less than three-quarters.

The sharp advance in the July oats during 
the last couple of days is attracting trade at- 
tention to the Weare holding, which is now 
said to be around 5,000,000 bu. Sentiment 
is divided as to whether there will be any 
“ fireworks ”’ at the.end of the month, though 
even the men who do not admit a belief in the 
probability of fancy prices cannot see where 
the oats are coming from to fill outstanding 
contracts. It is generally bélieved the Weare 
people are going to insist on having the oats, 
this idea being based on the fact that trades 
with the Weare company do not “ring 
up.”” Some good oats are coming now, but 
it is difficult to see where more than 1,000,000 
or 1,500,000 bu are going to be added to the 
contract supply in the next six days. This 
would leave a shortage of about 2,000,000 bu. 
As oats are grading now, one car of fancy 
is good for four or five cars of standard. No 
private settlements, so far as can be learned, 
are being made with the Weares. The Jwy 
picked up from 38c to 40c Thursday and yes- 
terday advanced from 40%c to 42c.There was 
a demand from Creighton, McReynolds, and 
Bryant, the Weares doing about all the sell- 
ing. “ A squeeze in the July oats,’’ remarked 
Pringle, “ will not be at all popular, and I do 
not think the principal holders are foolish 
enough to attempt a corner.’ An incident of 
the day was when John B. Lyon came into the 
pit to buy some of the July. Although one 
oi the oldest members of the board, he was at 
first not recognized by the younger men, who 
do the pit business now, so long is it since he 
has been one of “ the boys.”’ : 

The Modern Miller says: “ Returns from 
the hard winter wheat territory of Kansas, 
Nebraska, and Oklahoma indicate a yield not 
altogether up to the highest expectations en- 
tertained heretofore in quantity, but excel- 
len: in‘quality. Thrashing returns show that 
the yield per acre in. Oklahoma runs as low 
as 12% and as high as 28 bu, and in Kansas 
from 10 to 25 bu. From Nebraska most re- 
plies refer to the prospective yield, as thrash- 
ing has just begun, the promise generally 
being regarded as good. Farmers are in- 
clined to hold wheat for better prices, but a 
free movement is looked for a little later. 
Regarding soft winter wheat, there is noth- 
ing in the thrashing returns or in the move- 
ment to indicate an enlargement of previous 
estimates of the yield.’”’ 


Harris-Gates. have this from a man who 
has just made a three day trip through Min- 
nesota and South Dakota: “ All crops are 
good in South Dakota, wheat the best I 
have ever seen it. In Minnesota wheat is a 
heavy stand, but shows some blight and is 
most all rusty. We must have. perfect 
weather or crop will be light weight; think 
most of it now not better than No. 2 or 3. 
The low land is spotted and not over half a 
crop. Oats rusty. The fact is we have had 
too much wet weather and must have good 
weather to makea faircrop. Think southern 
Minnesota will not make over 11 bu.’’ From 
Winnipeg the same firm got the statement 
that under the best conditions the Manitoba 
croppwill be 50,000,000 bu, as against 60,000,00u 
bu last year. 


December wheat has worked to a-slight 
premium over September, and most people 
in the cash,.trade expect to see it go to a full 
carrying charge of l%c over September, 
basing their theory partly on the expecta- 
tion that money is going to be tight through 
the fall and partly on the conviction that 
there will be no possibility of manipulation 
in this market, with a large crop of hard 
winter wheat of good quality, which can be 
delivered at 5c penalty on contracts. Were it 
not for this the scarcity of spring wheat and 
the shortage in the red winter wheat crop 
might invite manipulation. On the present 
local freight rate from Kansas City to Chi- 
cago that market, which is now 10c under 
Chicago September, would have to go to a 
discount of 13%c before it would pay to bring 
hard winter wheat here, but the through bill- 
ing is only 7c per bu, and any elevator inter- 
est would probably be willing to take the 
chances of getting the wheat shipped out 
within six months.

Snow’s weekly crop report to Bartlett, 
Frazier & Carrington says: ‘ Temperature 
below normal ruled in the corn bejt until 
Wednesday. A warm wave, now moving in, 
is much needed, provided moisture accom- 
panies it. Rain is badly needed in a con- 
siderable portion of the Ohio valley, in Mis- 
souri, and to a less pressing extent in Kansas. 
Corn has hardly made normal July growth 
so far this month and previous lateness has 
not been improved on. Growth is uneven and 
a largeipart will come to silk and tassel after 
Aug. 1. Winter wheat thrashing continues 
disappoimting. The quality is good and there 
is a general disposition to hold. The weather 
is favorabile to spring wheat filling and the 
crop looks better, but the yield will be less 
than last year.” 


“One of\our correspondents, in whom we 
place greatireliance,”’ gay Knight-Donnelley, 
‘has just returned from an extensive trip 
through Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma, 
and Missouri. He does not believe that the 
corn crop this year will be over two-thirds 
of nowmal, and eays it is tasseling out in 
many places where it is not over three feet 
high, and looks generally in poor condition 
and without vigor. His report convinces us 
that there will be only one side to the corn 
market:thie year, and we advise our friends 
to stay on the long side (for much higher 
prices.”’ 

Mr. Bookwalter of Ohio, a heavy farm 
owper in southeastern Nebraska, says Ne- 
braska cannot make three-quarters of a corn 
crop and won't be over one-quarter to one- 
half with unfavorable weather. Wheat, he 
gays, will be disappointing both in yield and 
quality when the returns are allin. Hesays 
the best oats are in Illinois and that from 
Ohlo to Nebraska the outlook is the same. 
Crops of everything but hay are small. 


E. G. Heeman had reports from half a 
dozen Nebraska and northern Kansas points 
saying that thrashing returns show a disap- 
pointing yield of wheat, ranging from as 
low as 6 to 20 bu, the highest, per acre, where 
double as much was expected.

HEAVY OFFERINGS OF THE Com- 


MON CAUSE A BREAK. 


American Can Shares Under Pressure 
from New York—Metropolitan “L” 
Also Weak—Known Movements of 
Money Indicate the New York Banks 
Have Gained $6,567,000, and the 
Weekly Statement Should Be a Good 
One—Cash Held by Trust Companies. 


Chicago stocks were generally weak yes- 
terday, with the heaviest. business in Na- 
tional Biscuit common. The greater part of 
the selling was by 8. B. Chapin & Co, Under 
their offerings the price declined to 34%. The 
close was 1% points better. The buying was 
scattered. One broker who sold freely a few 
days ago in a manipulative movement cov- 
vered some short contracts at the close, and 
put up the price. There is no news concern- 
ing the property, but for a long time Biscuit 
common held around 47, and was so stable 
that it is not unlikely that the present drop 
of 10 points has caught some exhausted mar- 
gins. The preferred was moderately active, 
the price ranging between 99% and 99%. 

American Can shares appeared to be under 
selling pressure from New York. This led 
to the conglusion that the insiders might be 
depressing the price in order to accumulate 
stock. As the insiders are all far removed 
from market centers, it is not considered 
probable that they are trying to accumulate 
American Can stocks. They are not accumu- 
lating Rock Island, and, so far as can be 
learned, they are not in the market. The 
buying of the Can issues was not so general 
as that of Biscuit, but there was nothing 
significant about the transactions. 

Diamond match was weak with the re- 
mainder of the list. City Railway stock made 
a new low record, selling at 170. North Chi- 
cago again sold at 100. 

Metropolitan Bilevated showed further 
weakness. The stock came out in small lots 
and from no particular direction. In the 
bond department there was a sale of Chicago 
West Division 4%s at 95.

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GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 
Clash Over Interchangeable Mileage 
Systems May Endanger Success 

of Movement. 


So serious are the differences among the 
officials of those western roads 


passenger 
favoring the proposed new int able 
mileage tickets that the suc@ess the 


movement is threatened, 

At a meeting yesterday of the Western Pas- 
senger association committee appointed to 
arrange the details for the introduction of 
the ticket there was a clash regarding the 
respective merits of,fhe Thrall and Souther 
mileage tickete proposed to be used in the 
place of the present credential system. The 
outeome may be a failure to secure the adop- 
tion of either ticket by 4nough roads to make 
a new interchangeable system satisfactory to 
commercial travelers. 

Dissatisfaction over the $8 St. Paul rate is 
also operating t6 ‘the detriment of the move- 
ment in favor of the proposed new ticket. 


Advantages of Souther Ticket. 


The advocates of the Souther ticket say it 
is the most convenient and simple form of 
transportation, It provides for the signing 
of a contract by the purchaser to be imme- 
diately detached by the ticket agent and 
forwarded by him to the mileage bureau of 
the Western Passenger aséociation. 

In using the-ticket the passenger must sigg 
his name on each strip of mileage detached. 
The conductor makes no effort to establish 
the identity of the passenger. This is left 
with the bureau, which compares the signa- 
ture on the strip with that on the original 
contract, and if they agree the contract re- 
bate of $19.50 is paid, otherwise not. 


Thrall Ticket Safeguards. . 


Tt is asserted by the advocates of the Thrall 
ticket that this method provides more safe- 
guards than the other. Persons presenting 
the ticket are required to sign an identifi- 
cation slip furnished by the conductor. This 
states when the ticket was used, on what 
trains, and between what points. 

When the ticket is used up the identifica- 
tion slips are compared with the signature on 
the original agreement, and if they corre- 
spond the rebate is paid, but not otherwise. 

There is also a blank on which the owner 
keeps a complete record of all trips, and this 
ie turned in when appliéation is made for the 
rebate, that an additional check is pro- 
vided. 

W. A. Thrallis the first patentee of mileage 
tickets, and his royalties for the last seven- 
teen years are sald to approximate $200,000. 


Limit Low Rate Privileges. 

The main object of the railroads in the es- 
tablishment of a new system is to prevent the 
general public from securing a net rate of 2 
cents a mile. Under the present system any 
one can for $1 get a credentia!] which entitles 
him to a net rate of 2 cents, provided he trav- 
els 2,000 miles in one year. - 

It is the belief of passenger officials that the 
majority of people using interchangeable 
mileage tickets would not do so if required to 
pay, $60. 

Of interest in this connection is the report 
that the Rock Island, ’Frisco, and Gould sys- 
tems will continue to use the credential inter- 
changeable system through all their territory 
west of Chicago to 8t. Louis, El Paso, and 
Denver, and south from St. Paul to New 
Orleans and Galveston. 


YOUTH SENTENCED TO JOLIET. 


Clarence Stone, 18 Years Old, Found 
Guilty of Manslaughter in Kill- 
ing Frank Ludwig. 


Clarence Stone, 18 years old, was found 
guilty of manslaughter yesterday in Judge 
Chetiain’s court, and was sentenced to four- 
teen years in the penitentiary. Because of 
the character of the young man and the boy 
companion whom he killed in a hasty mo- 
ment, and the prominence of the two families 
in Lake View, the trial attracted much at- 
tention. 

Stone received his sentence in silence, and 
then turned to Assistant State’s Attorney 
Fake and thanked him for the manner in 


which he had been prosecuted. The boy's! 


father also thanked the prosecutor. A pa- 
thetic scene followed when the prisoner was 
led away to jail by a deputy sheriff. 

Stone shot and killed Frank Ludwig, also 
17 years old, a year ago. The trouble was 
started because Ludwig’s younger brother 
threw a fan at Stone’s younger brother. The 
enmity thus begun ended in a fist fight, in 
which six boys from three families were in- 
volved. In the fight Stone drew a revolver 
and killed Ludwig.

FEW “OLD MAIDS” TERRE 


DR. IYBNAGA TELLS OF JAPAN’S | 


WISE WAYS. 


Lecturer from the Orient Declares That 
in His Country the Parents Arrange 
the Marriages and De Their Work 
Well — Women of His Land More 
Sensible in Matter of Dress than 
‘Their American Sisters—Soctal En- 
tertainments Made Easy. 


“ Marriages in my country are arranged by 
the parents, and thus in Japan we have no 
such galaxies of old maids as adorn inatitu- 


tions of learning in the wesat.’* 

In these words Dr. Toyokichi Iyenaga, lec- 
turing at the University of Chicago yester- 
day on “ Customs and Manners of Japan,” 
told how the people of the flowery kingdom 
had forestalled the problem of “ the unmar- 
ried college graduate,”’ which vexes Evans- 
ton and has of late caused much discussion 
at the University of Chicago. 

But it is nottn matters matrimonial] alone 
that Japan, eccording to Dr. Iyenaga, 
can show the Occident opportunities of im- 
provement. In questions of clothes, of social 
entertainment, of divorce, ‘and of conjugal 
relations the children of the chrysanthemum, 
so Dr. Iyenaga implied, are far more sane 
than the nations of the west. And before 
the lecturer was through most of his hearers 
were inclined to think he was right. 


Our Faulty Impressions. : 
“The usual sources of western ideas of 
the customs and manners of Japan,’’ said 
Dr. lyenaga, “‘ are musical comedies and 
dramas, newspapers, books, and accounts 


-of flying visits paid the country by globe 
comedies 


trotters. Among the musical ‘ The 
Geisha’ is certainly an improvement on 
‘The Mikado,’ and ‘The Darlings of the 
Gods’ is an improvement on ‘The Geisha.’ 
But, O dear——’’ and the speaker stopped 
with a gesture of despair. 
“Any one who thinks that the Japanese 
are adopting foreign dress,’’ continued Dr. 
Iyenaga, mistaken. Among the men 
perhaps one in @ thousand in the cities wears 
foreign) clothes, and among the women the 
proportion is far less. Our feminine costumes 
have been the same for decades. Our women 
have never tried to bridge tife space be- 
tween themselves and the savages by boring 
holes in their ears to hang bones and stones 
from, by torturing themselves with high 
heels, by incasing their waists in steel cages, 


by shocking the sensibilities by wearing the 


bodies of dead birds around their heads. 

* The aversion of the Japanese to change 
the native costume for foreign dress arises 
not only from considerations of conifort but 
beeause such changes would necessitate 
changes in their mode of dkily life. An 
American dressed in the closely fitting gar- 
ments you wear can without effort use the 
careless, easy salutations of a handshake or 
a wave of the hand which you employ. But 
if he were to attempt the profound bows of 
the Japanese guch garments would occa- 
sion him discomfort, to say the least, eepe- 
cially if he had just partaken of a hearty 
meal or were of the build of a Chicago po- 
liceman or a German bartender.” — 


Way to Entertain. 
* Western methods of social entertainment 
came in for a comparison, which was not at 
all favorable to-them, many of the auditors 
thought. 

“The Japanese system of entertainment,”’ 
the speaker said, ‘‘ does not consist of formal 
handshakings, followed by a pandemonium 
of talk, and culminating in a dance. In my 
country the guests listen, watch, eat, and 
drink if they care to, are entertained some- 
times by magical performances or by geisha 
girls. They do not have to do their own en- 
tertaining. 

“Divorce is much rarer in Japan than in 
America. Travelers speak of the lack of 
affection between husband and wife and the 
low standards of morality. I think perhaps 
these criticisms are called forth because the 
Japanese married people are not so demon- 
strative. The Japanese man does not kiss his 
wife in public. It is against their standards 
of politeness. 

“‘ As has been cleverly said, ‘the American 
kisses his wife in public and beats her in 
private; the Japanese beats. his wife in pub- 
lic and kisses her in private.’ ”
